Sentinels at tomb 
Army's most elite

Washington (UPI) - The 425 generals 


of the U.S. Army comprise a less 
exclusive club than a small band of 
enlisted men holding a rarer military 
award — the honor badge for those who 
guard the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


Since February 1958 the army has 


awarded the first star of a brigadier 
general to 1,291 persons. 


In that same period, only 179 men out 


of thousands who have stood sentinel at 
America's most hallowed ground at 
Arlington National Cemetery earned the 
permanent right to wear the tomb badge. 
It is awarded after nine months or more 
of volunteer service without flaw. 


"It's the least given award in the 


military," Sergeant of the Guard Eddie 
Deyampert. a 14-year veteran with two 
combat hitches in Vietnam, observes 
with pride. 


This Memorial Day, 25 noncom- 


missioned officers and a first lieutenant 
will be on duty at the marble gravesite of 
three American dead from World War I, 
World War II and Korea "known but to 
God." 


The tomb guard will keep the vigil 


around the clock in sleet and snow, 
storm and heat the other 364 days of the 
year as it has since 1934. 


The men average about 22 years of age 


and. with the exception of Deyampert. 
there are no combat veterans in the unit 


The unknowns symbolize approximate- 


ly 169,000 other honored dead buried at 
Arlington, a 557-acre plot that is the 
resting place of soldiers from every 
American war from the Revolution to 
Vietnam. 


The three at the tomb are not the only 


unknowns. A vault near the Lee Mansion 
holds the remains of 2,111 unidentified 
Civil War dead and 167 of the 229 victims 
of the explosion of the battleship Maine 
who were never identified. 


An estimated 2.108 servicemen faDed 


in Vietnam are now buried in Arlington 
but military authorities predict there 
will be no unknown from that conflict 
because all of those who died in the 
fighting have been identified. 


The men of the tomb guard, under 


command of 1st LL Warren Cate and 
Deyampert, are as cute as any military 
unit anywhere in the world. They must 
be volunteers accepted into the 3rd U.S. 
Infantry, the crack onil known as the Old 
Guard, and only from there can they app- 
ly for Arlington duty. 


First comes a 14-day temporary 


assignment for evaluation on their at- 
titudes, trajnability and general habits. 
They must be between 6 feet and 6-fwt-3 
with no blemishes on their record, either 
civilian or military. A speeding convic- 
tion hi court can be enough to disbar a 
volunteer. 


Those who survive undergo three to 


five months training, learning the 
precise drill and pace they most we in 


walking the 62-foot, 9-inch arrow- 
straight line that is executed before the 
tomb. 


They practice on their own, even at 


night, with the help of mirrors in a colon- 
nade of the Arlington Amphitheater 
where they are billeted in the basement. 


• They must score at least 95 on a stiff 
100-question examination on the history 
and traditions of the cemetery. 


The final test consists of a pinpoint 


surveillance of the candidate by 
Deyampert clocking his stride with a 
stopwatch and other veterans of the 
guard checking out the minutest details 
of his uniform, his general carriage and 
ability to perform the manual of arms 
with the unloaded rifle. 


Deyampert and four of the enlisted 


men then sit in judgment on the 
applicant's acceptance. 


Upon acceptance, he will basically be 


on duty at Arlington 24 hours with 48 off. 
In the daylight hours of summer, he will 
walk the ceremonial path viewed by up 
to four million tourists a year for a half- 
hour at a time and at night for two hours. 


During the winter, the guard changes 


every hour during the day and again 
every two. hours at night. 


Deyampert is authorized to reduce the 


duty in unbearable weather and allow a 
man to take shelter briefly under a small 
sentinel box but even in last year's worst 
winter of the century, the -guards 
declined to request relief. 


"And we've never had a case of 


fainting in the worst of the Washington 
summer," the 37-year-old native of 
Selma. Ala., is quick to observe. 


"We're all physical fitness maniacs," 


Deyampert tells a visitor. He and his 
men run cross-country, play handball, 
lift weights and exercise daily of their 
own volition. 


Those coming off duty usually do sit- 


ups in the bonks in UK sleepling area 
before sacking in. Even on their time off, 
they seldom relax physically. 


Harold Smeltzer, now a U.S. News and 


World Report employe who earned his 
tomb badge with 16 months of duty, 
explains the physical demands the men 
experience. 


"I'd find myself in the chow line or 


waiting for a bus standing at attention. I 
bought a compact car and I almost gave 
it up. For six months. I kept bnmpinR my 
head on the roof while driving because I 
couldn't unbend." 


Smellier remembers the menu) dis- 


ciplines too, 


"You concentrate so hard on walking 


that exact line and the shrine you're 
guarding that you don't even notice the 
people and their cameras. A small child 
running loose can bother you once in a 
while but you can generally sense how 
they're moving and avoid them."

Washington (UPI) - President Carter 


has decided to support construction of 
thousand-mile long slurry pipelines to 
carry coal from the nation's Western 
coalfields to the South, administration 
sources said Saturday. 


The sources said no final decision has 


been reached on how to implement the 
touchy proposal or how extensive the 
pipeline network will be. 


The pipeline plans have drawn strong 


opposition from railroad interests and 
environmentalists, forcing a struggle 
between various government agencies to 
win the leadership role in their develop- 
ment.

A final decision on who will assume 


responsibility for the pipelines is 
expected within two weeks, and sources 
said White House energy adviser James 
Schlesinger's forces probably will 
oversee the project. 


The pipelines — costing $1 billion each 


— are considered a key element of 
Carter's energy program, which 
emphasizes conversion to coal as a 
means of taking pressure off dwindling 
oil reserves. Coal is in much greater 
abundance in the United States than oil. 


Railroad and pipeline interests have 


battled for a decade over rights to 
transport the coal from fields in 
Wyoming and Colorado to major power 


Slurry line 
said likely 
with backing 
from Carter 


Omaha (AP) — Two Nebraskans on 


opposite sides of the coal slurry pipeline 
issue say President Carter's endorse- 
ment of the proposed pipelines may have 
guaranteed its eventual construction. 


The President reportedly supports 


legislation granting pipelines the power 
to take private p r o p e r t y through 
condemnation, a controversial feature 
of the pipeline proposal. One proposed 
pipeline would run from Wyoming 
through the Nebraska Panhandle to near 
Little Rock, Ark. 


Robert Crosby, attorney for the com- 


pany which is planning that pipeline, 
Energy Transport Systems, Inc., Satur- 
day praised Carter's decision. 


"In my opinion, if the Carter ad- 


ministration gives full support to the 
pipelines, Congress will enact the 
necessary legislation," he said. "The 
Ford administration was on record as 
supporting the coal slurry pipeline but 
didn't do anything aggressively to 
promote it." 


Gov. J.J. Exon. an opponent of the 


pipeline agreed that Carter's position 
"enhances the passage of the bill on the 
federal level." 


However, Exon said he is still con- 


cerned about the pipeline's impact on 
water supplies in Nebraska and other 
Western states. 


Exon indicated that he would veto any 


bill to allow use of Missouri River water 
in a pipeline, an action taken this year by 
South Dakota Gov. Richard Kneip. 
However, a veto is not necessary this 
year since LB249, which deals with coal 
slurry pipelines was held by the 
Unicameral's Public Works Committee. 
The bili would have granted pipeline 
companies the power of eminent domain. 


But Exon indicated that his opposition 


might be modified if a solution was found 
to the water problem. 


Exon said with the energy shortage 


facing the nation, he didn't feel 
Nebraska could take an absolute stand 
against some type of tranportation of 
coal through a pipeline. 


"But I do hope that nothing will be 


passed in Nebraska or at the federal 
level until states would have the right to 
say no if there is going to be an excess 
use of the state's waters." 


Crosby said his client has been 


proceeding on two fronts. One has been 
to get states to grant the power of emi- 
nent domain, the other to get Conress to 
grant it. 


plants in Texas and Arkansas now using 
oil and natural gas. 


Transportation Dept. officials, many 


of whom are sympathetic to the 
railroads, and Interior Dept. officials, 
many of whom line up with environmen- 
talists, are competing with energy agen- 
cies to draw up the specific pipeline plan. 


"Eventually, it will work out where 


the lines are approved," one source said. 


But the source said the important deci- 


sion will be the framework of the 
pipelines, because "you could frame it 
100 different ways" — some allowing 
construction of large numbers of 
pipelines in areas where they would com- 
pete with railroad service, others 


allowing a few pipelines which affect 
areas not currently served by rail." 


The pipelines would carry massive 


amounts of coal in a flow of water. A 
major environmental concern is that 
water would be wasted in the West, 
where the water table already is low and 
a long drouth has triggered a severe 
water shortage. 


No matter which government agency 


is awarded responsibility for overseeing 
the pipeline, if the water problems are 
insurmountable the whole plan will be 
scrapped, sources said. 


"There are real environmental 


questions," one source said. "Is there 
enough water to execute it?"

Millions revel in daredevil challenges

Los Angeles — When daredevil George 


Willig scaled one of the 110-story Twin 
Towers of the World Trade Center in 
Manhattan this week, he was cheered not 
only by those watching in awe on the 
streets be)ow but also by countless other 
Americans who are finding joy and 
excitement by risking their own fives. 


Leisure time and the spreading 


affluence of the middle class have 
swelled the number of Americans 
seeking psychic renewal, exercise or just 
plain thrills by exposing themselves to 
some degree of danger under the guise of 
recreation. 


This long Memorial Day weekend will 


find a growing number of risk-takers 
flying high in the sky or swimming deep 
beneath the water, climbing to the top of 
a mountain or squirming through some 
dark subterranean passage, and raring 
each other in even- kind of motor-driven 
machine from dinky little carts to 
lumbering recreational road vehicles. 


While professional drivers race to- 


day at the Indianapolis 500. housewives 
will join male motorcyclists in dust- 
choked off-road races in California. 


Some psychiatrists say the boom in 


death-defying acts simply serves a na- 
tion in peacetime with an outlet for 
natural aggression. Others contend hum- 
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drum roles in a technological society- 
create a need for challenge and derring- 
do. Still others find darker motives and 
link everything together in a chain of 
boredom-suicidal tendencies and that 
shadowy national presence called 
violence on television. 


But a majority of experts apparently 


sees most of the risk-taking among more 
and more Americans, for the most part, 
as a healthy course of action. It may be 
more dangerous than moderate levels of 
recreation, they agree, but it is probably 
more preferable than the inactivity of 
nonparticipation. 


And if men (and an increasing number 


of women) require physical challenge 
and need an outlet for aggression, it's 
better for them to work it out on a 
weeki/nd or a summer vacation than to 
subconsciously strive to satisfy the 
cravinp through acts against others. Lake 
starting a barroom brawl... or a war.

"Most carriers don't even bother to 


change the premium on the term in- 
surance of a middle-age executive who 
on impulse suddenly takes up flying," 
said another actuary, "although his 
chances of killing himself have suddenly- 
shot up." 


Mortality from the whole range of the 


new risk-taking is still low compared to 
deaths each year on the nation's 
highway, household and industrial ac- 
cidents, or the deaths from natural 
causes. But Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. statisticians calculate that ap- 
proximately 10.000 Americans die each 
year as a result of some avocational 
planned risk taken in the name of fan or 
adventure. And the figure is growing. 


Moreover, the economic costs due to 


injuries sustained in these pursuits are 
far more staggering. No statistics are 
available, but medical insurance experts 
see a substantial rise in the area of 
patching up and repairing individuals 
seriously hurt while engaged in ngorous 
or dangerous sports actjvjty. 


A field where there is a relatively high 


death toll is general aviation, a category 
that includes all flying in the I'nited 
States with the exception of military and 
commercial air earners The number of 
persons who take to the sky for non- 
commercial getaways has increased 
markedly. It is difficult to accurately 
measure the number of hours spent each 
year in the category of "pleasure" 
flying, because many private pilots are 
believed to understate this time or. for 
tax purposes, to report it as "teiness" 
flying.

The worst American nightclub f iri was

A second major fire was reported at 


the Duro Paper Co. in Ludlow, Ky., 
about five miles northwest of the supper 
club. It was not immediately known 
whether there was a connection" between 
the two fires. 


Wayne Dammert. maitre d' at the 


Beverly Hills, said he thought the blaze 
started in the Zebra Room — one of the 
club's 2] party rooms. 


"We had a little party around the bot- 


tom of the stairs at the Zebra Room." be 
said. "It was a party of about 23 people. I 
was in that room for a few minutes to 
lafce their bill in and somebody yelled 
there s a fire in the room. There were a 
few hundred people upstairs. The smoke 
got up the stairs so fast it was un- 
believable.

United Methodist Mission 
Hospital in Kapanga.

The mission was overrun by 


rebels in the 1960s when the 
counlry was known as the 
Belgian Congo.

The issue — wh'ich drew 


scanl attention when first 
brought up by the county com- 
mission — has become 
national in scope. 


The controversy promises to 


get hotter this week, with the 
June 7 election only days away. 


The r e f e r e n d u m was 


required when Save Our 
Children obtained more than 
50,000 signatures on petitions. 
That forced the commission to 
either repeal the law or put it 
on the ballot. It voted for the 
referendum, with six of the 
nine commissioners endorsing 
the law. The issue has become 
emotional and highly charged. 


"If this bill passes in Dade 


County in favor of the gay 
crowd ... it could be the end of 
the United States of America," 
Jack Wyrtzen, president of 
World of Wife International, 


told the Miami Beach rally. 


"Wlnle the spectre of 


Chairperson Bryant astride a 
galloping white horse as a kind 
of 
G i n n y 
Orangeseed 


spreading bigotry throughout 
the land is certainly theatrical 
e n o u g h , the woman is 
dangerous," said singer-poet 
Rod McKuen at a Miami news 
conference. 


The issue also has produced 


some humor. Homosexuality, 
Miss Bryant recently said, 
must surely be against nature. 
"If this were not so, then God 
would have made Adam and 
Bruce." And Jane Fonda 
appeared at a rally wearing a 
T-shirl that read "Anita 
Bryant's husband is a homo 
sapien." 


The issue also has produced 


despair. Ovidio Ramos, a 
homosexual activist in the 
Latin community, committed 
suicide after he became 
despondent over family and 
community reaction to his 
"coming out" on a radio talk 
show. 


Save Our Children, Inc., in- 


cludes several prominent at- 
torneys who have filed slate 
and federal lawsuits against 
Ihe ordinance and publicists 
who respond wilhin minules lo 
any statemenls by homosexual 
groups. 


The Dade Counly Coalition 


for Human Rights also has 
developed a full-lime staff, and 
has hired a New York firm to 
handle publicily 


In their money soliciting 


atlempls, Ihe homosexual 
groups raised $115,000 in- 
cluding money from gay bars 
from Key Wesl to San Fran- 
cisco, 51,000 from McKuen, 
and $500 from New York City 
Councilman Carter Burden. 
Save Our Children funds in- 
clude gifts from dozens of 
churches, the Women's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union- and 
$500 from the Miami Dolphins 
football team 
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issues. Save Our Children 
maintains that the ordinance 
w i l l a l l o w ' ' f l a u n t i n g 
homosexuals" to teach school. 


"If such a male teacher, for 


example, were to show up in 
the classroom wearing a dress, 
that transvestite sexual 
behavior could not even be 
reprimanded by the school 
principal," a brochure says. 


The homosexual group has 


distributed a bumper sticker 
thai lakes off on Miss Bryant's 
orange juice jingle that says 
"A day without orange juice is 
like a day without sunshine." 
The sticker reads: "A day 
without human rights is like a 
day without sunshine " 


The o r g a n i z a t i o n also 


launched a television cam- 
paign on the two stations 
accepting advertising on the 
issue. One of the commercials 
featured Edward Asner, who 
played Lou Grant on the Mary 
Tyler Moore series, and 
another was by former U.S. Al- 
ly. Gen. Ramsey Clark.

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Korea's Kim speaks softly now 
Rare wine auction lavish, heady event

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - North 


Korean strong man Kim Il-Sung still 
dreams of uniting the Korean peninsula 
under his Communist banner. But he 
speaks softly these days, trying to build 
an image as a man of reason. 


Last week, Kim and his propaganda 


machine remained silent as U.S. and 
South Korean officials discussed Presi- 
dent Carter's plan to withdraw all 33,000 
U.S. ground troops from South Korea. 


The North Korean leader apparently 


sought to avoid reinforcing fears in Seoul 
and in the United States that he will un- 
leash his 400,000-man army as soon as 
the last American goes home. 


Under Carter's plan, U.S. Air Force 


and Navy units will remain here, and the 
United States will improve the 600,000- 
man South Korean army. 


The 65-year-old Kim, described by 


friends and foes as fanatical and un- 
predictable, remains the unknown factor 
in America's withdrawal formula. 


U.S. 
military officers who oppose 


Carter's plan do not expect Kim to try to 
overrun all of South Korea Instead, they 
think he might try to seize or menace the 
capital of Seoul, 25 miles south of the 
demilitarized zone, and then propose 
negotiations with a government headed 
by someone more acceptable than Presi- 
dent Park Chung Hee. 


They base their estimate on Kim's 


record of toughness, his inflexible in- 
sistence on communizing Korea, and his 
suggestions at the end of the Vietnam

war that South Korea might go the way 
of South Vietnam. 


A smiling, affable man in public, Kim 


has built a cult of personality surpassing 
that of the late dictators Mao Tse-tung of 
China or Joseph Stalin of the Soviet 
Union. 


Huge statues and posters of the short, 


pudgy Kim decorate parks and public 
buildings. The party and government 
bureaucracy is stocked with his 
followers and relatives. His son, Kim 
Jung II, 36, is said to be his heir ap- 
parent. 


The son of poor peasants, Kim 


migrated to Japanese-occupied 
Manchuria in the 1930s and became ac- 
tive in guerrilla warfare. 


He later joined the Chinese Com- 


munist party and fought in a combined 
Korean-Chinese unit before going to 
Moscow during World War II and serving 
in the Red army as a major. 


Over the years, he has alternately 


played off the Russians and Chinese in 
his foreign policy. 


Kim's 15 million people live under a 


heavy governmental hand. Basic 
freedoms of press, speech, travel, work, 
religion and economic enterprise do not 
exist. 


According to a defector, workers must 


spend 12 hours a day on the job, and 
students must work 60 days a year in 
voluntary labor on industrial and 
agricultural projects. 


The capital, Pyongyang, is clean and 


has plenty of skyscrapers, parks and 
cultural centers. But visitors describe it 
as dreadfully dull. By contrast Seoul is 
rich and vivacious. 


On the other hand, education and 


medical care are free and workers 
receive paid vacations. The state 
finances nurseries and kindergartens, 
and rents are low. 


Ford: leaving White House not end 


Hamilton, Mass. (UPI) - 


Former President Gerald Ford 
Saturday said he sought God's 
help several times during his 
•days in the White House and 
that his relationship with God 
became stronger during his 
wife's struggle with cancer. 


Ford, speaking at com- 


mencement ceremonies at the 
Gordon-Conweli Seminary 
from which his son Michael 
graduated Saturday, said 
Reaving the White House was 
•"not the end of the world" for 
him. 


"My presidency led to a 


•great reliance on God," Ford 
said. 
. ."With the conviction that 
"God works his own way on our 
5ives, you can see leaving the 
5Vhite House is not the end of 
Ihe world," Ford said in his 15 
minute address in which he 


steered away from politics. 


Mrs. Ford did not accom- 


pany the former president. 
Ford's voice cracked with 
emotion as he spoke about his 
wife. 


"I remember well when in 


September of 1974 my wife 
Betty had her battle with 
cancer. Those were the days 
we came to a deeper un- 
d e r s t a n d i n g about our 
relationship with ourselves and 
Jesus. We could see for the 
first time that Christ's 
strength is made perfect 
through our own weaknesses," 
Ford said. 


Ford received a warm ova- 


tion from the 181 graduating 
students and spectators who 
had gathered beneath a large 
green tent erected beside the 
school's red-bnck chapel high 
on a grass covered hill in this 


community 28 miles from 
Boston. 


"It (the presidency) also 


taught me a lesson on the mor- 
tality of man. Twice I escaped 
an assassin's bullet, and finally 
I learned how limited man's 
wisdom is. Some of the 
problems I faced were so com- 
plex we didn't always im- 
mediately understand them," 
Ford said 


Michael Ford, 26, attended 


the school throughout his 
father's tenure as president. 
He and his wife Gayle lived in 
nearby Exxex. The younger 
Ford worked at a construction 
job last summer and hopes one 
day to have his own ministry at 
a college 


Ford arrived last Thursday 


to spend a "quiet family 
weekend." His daughter Susan 
was with him. 


"I haven't had much time to 


enjoy the friends and the cam- 
pus life of my children in re- 
cent years. Today I speak as a 
father and a private citizen. 
When you look at it that way it 
is easy to see how fleeting 
things are that seemed impor- 
tant. A man can hold a public 
office but he must be prepared 
for the day he steps down and 
he must realize that the things 
he did to help the country as a 
public citizen can still be done 
as a private citizen," Ford 
said. 


"When I became president 


on Aug. 9, 1974, the country- 
was in serious trouble. We had 
a crisis of confidence and 
spirit. I knew when I was 
elevated to the most powerful 
office in the land . . . that 
which I never sought . . . I 
knew I could not take it on all 
by myself," Ford said.

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Man of the soil

With the onset of June and gardens, who among us 


does not feel the primordial urge to till the soil? I 
don't It is not because I don't have any soil. A rich 
aunt left me 30 pounds in her will. '-You are now rich in 
soil." said the executor. "With-the 15 pounds of soil 
you will have left after taxes, you can finally say good- 
bye to the daily grind and till to your heart's content." 


I squirreled 10 pounds of my legacy under the mat- 


tress for a rainy day. You never know when you will 
have your back to the wall and desperately need some 
mud. As John Kenneth Galbraith has often said, "A 
fool and his soil are soon parted." 


With the remaining five pounds I started tilling. 


My plan was to till some petunias. After several days 
during which not a single petunia came forth, a 
neighbor came to watch me work. "You are wasting 
your time tilling for pineapples in this climate," he 
said. 


Yes, the hardware store had sold me a pineapple 


tiller instead of the petunia tiller I requested. Being 
tilled with the wrong weapon makes soil exceedingly 
grouchy Its whining was so annoying I put it out of the 
house. A neighbor reported me to the Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Soil, which sent an inspector. 


"This soil is starved," the inspector said. "What 


are you feeding it? TaTble scraps?" 


I had made a common error. Everyone knows soil 


needs nutrients so it can produce hundreds of healthy 
earthworms, but whenever I called the soil to meals it 
refused to come, and I assumed it was feeding itself on 
whatever it is that soil eats Probably dust. 


The inspector ordered me to take the soil to a soil 


analyst. He was a Freudian. The soil spent hours on a 
couch. "You have a very sick soil," the analyst said. 
"It needs love." He showed me how to caress the soil 
by kneading its loam. 


Because of my childhood repressions and in- 


hibitions, I could not bring myself to knead its loam 
without feeling Ashamed. "I've 
never kneaded 


loam," I told the analyst, "but I'm willing to knead 
dough " 


•'Everybody needs dough," said the analyst, 


selling me a 510,000 analysis which enabled me to 
knead loam without blushing. In fact, with my refur- 
bished psyche I was no longer content merely to knead 
loam. I began kneading people all over the 
neighborhood. 


When the soil noticed I was kneading promiscuous- 


ly, the results were startling. Tiny green objects began 
to appear from its loam. "So!" I said. "To hold my 
-affection, you have finally decided to bear the fruit of 
tillage." 


Day after day I watched the tiny green objects 


mature. One evening just before bedtime they looked 
like tiny little geraniums, or perhaps strawberries. 
Next morning at breakfast they were buried under 
dense, waist-high and obstreperous weeds. 


Incensed by the thought of my tiny geraniums, or 


perhaps strawberries, being strangled by these brutes, 
I quickly beat a sword into a plowshare, intending to 
plow the weeds out by the roots. The neighborhood 
muggers, seeing me suddenly swordless, swarmed 
down like Vandals and would have plundered the TV 
set had I not led them a chase that took them through 
the soil's new weed crop, which instantly devoured 
them. 


The Weed Club of America awarded me first prize 


for weediculture. When the soil heard the news, it was 
furious. The soil hated me now. It had seen me 
kneading a beer can the night before and was obviously 
insane with jealousy. Just before the Weed Club came 
to pin the ribbon, the maddened soil released swarms 
of chewing, cutting insects. 


In a trice these creatures bad eaten toe weeds 


down to stubble. In a foorce they bad chewed the TV 
aerial off the roof, eaten the screens out of the window 
and made themselves at borne in the parlor chewing 
for off the dog. 


I have not tilled soil since, though I still keep some 


for the day when I become weary of too much ease. It 
is not the same soil that produced the weeds. What 
happened to that is my business, and soil cannot talk.

Clearer heads in Canada 


Canada's vibrant prime minister 


Pierre Elliott Trudeau is doing a bit better 
in public than in private life just now. 


Most Canadians, and gossip-titillated 


outsiders, had expected Trudeau and his 
much younger wife to make their separa- 
tion formal. Less anticipated, by far, was 
the recent victory of Trudeau's Liberal 
Party in five of six by-elections. 


Those triumphs did more than add an 


additional seat to Trudeau's 
majority 


torces in the House of Commons. Only the 
obtuse would fail to understand the election 
results signified quickening national belief 
that French-Canadian Trudeau may be the 
right man to frustrate the separatist efforts 
of his iellow Quebeckers. 


Since Parti Quebecois (PQ) gained a 


plurality triumph in the Quebec provincial 
elections late last year, there has been a 
rush by that new government for in- 
dependence from the rest of the federation. 


Quebec Premier Rene Levesque plays 


upon the ancient resentment of the 
province's French-speaking 
majority to 


economic domination by English-speaking 
(and non-French 
cultured) Canadians. 


Rather than go along with the bilingualism 
policy which has Trudeau in hot water with 
all other provinces, Quebec is now moving 


to outlaw English as an accepted alter- 
native language. 


Although most Quebeckers consider 


French their native tongue, it begins to 
appear they aren't rushing to buy what the 
PQ is selling. Thank goodness. 


They take seriously the assertions of 


Ontario, and other provinces, that as a 
separate nation, Quebec can't count on any 
economic association with the rest of 
Canada. Businessmen and capital are very 
spooky about investing in Quebec these 
days. Some businessmen, and their capital, 
are pulling out of Montreal, whose depres- 
sion already is real. 


The by-elections were the first chance 


for a sampling of public opinion in Quebec 
since the PQ came in with 41% of the vote 
six months ago. What happened May 24 is 
that Trudeau's Liberal Party held on to four 
seats in Quebec. 
Among the popular 


winners were French-Canadians clearly 
against PQ separatist policies. 


More encouragement can be found in 


public opinion poll results. Six months ago, 
18% of Quebeckers favored independence 
from Canada. Then the number dropped to 
8%. It's still going down, at last report. 
Reason may win over passion after all. 


Are all those studies necessary? 


So far, 65 individual subject matter 


"studies" have been approved for standing 
or special committees of the Nebraska 
Legislature in the seven months between 
the end of the 1977 session and the start of 
the 1978 meetings. That's a load. 


. And the number is apt to expand beyond 


65 "before sine die adjournment this week. 


; Is the State of Nebraska really in such 


parlous shape, with more problems than 
locusts in ancient Egypt, that state 
senators must engage in so much research? 


• Why, the cynical person might leap to 


the conclusion interim studies may be more 
like make-work projects to justify employ- 
ment of an otherwise not-overburdened per- 
manent staff. 


And the ultra cynical may even suggest 


some studies are designed to give senators 
or' committees a continuing piece of 


leverage over sensitive areas. 


Just at random, one sees the Com- 


mittee on Banking, Commerce and In- 
surance empowered to conduct studies in 
whatever depth senators choose on "all 
state laws relating to insurance" and all 
"existing banking laws." That's an enor- 
mously sweeping charter. 


Not all studies are so oceanic or fraught 


with spacious potentiality. One research 
mission to be undertaken by the Committee 
on Public Works is entitled: "Road signs to 
alert citizens of potential road hazards 
caused by pivot irrigation systems." 


For individual senators, interim study 


work is less punishing than daily sessions. 
At least the state pays all mileage, housing, 
food, etc., for between-session service. And 
on special days, for those who wish, there 
are free tickets to Nebraska home football 
games.

Godspeed — and look backward 


A matter 
of degrees

So now it's Dr. Jimmy Carter, 


courtesy of Notre Dame. There's 
evidently something quite irresisti- 
ble about an honorary degree. Wave 
one in front of almost anybody, in- 
cluding an unstuffy president who 
insists on being called by his 
nickname, and he or she will come 
a-running to your campus. 


Just why is a mystery. No one has 


yet discovered any utilitarian value 
in the hood and parchment of an un- 
earned degree. It will add not a 
cubit to your stature nor a penny to 
your pocket. As Carter might have 
remembered from reading Dylan 
Thomas, the acceptance of an 
honorary title is a bit like being 
"honored among foxes and 
pheasants." 


Yet Carter is but the latest of a 


long string of Presidents who have 
made the same ego trip. The ancient 
practice goes back to George 
Washington, who collected his first 
as chief executive in 1789 from 
Washington College in Maryland — 
which gave one as well in 1954 to 
President Eisenhower. 


Some Presidents have hunted 


honorary degrees as eagerly as an 
Indian alter scalps, echoing Mark 
Twain, another collector: "I take no 
more pains to conceal my joy than 
an Indian does." 


Jerry Ford left the White House 


with at least a dozen LL.D.'s from 
prestigious colleges and univer- 
sities. But he was an inveterate 
recipient of gratuitous halos long 
before he became President — so 
many, in fact, that his official 
biography concludes with a cryptic 
reference to donated degrees "from 
numerous colleges." 


What makes the Ford list notable 


is the fact that his presidency 
marked a change in campus at- 
titudes toward honorary degrees for 
White House occupants. During the 
Vietnam and Watergate days of the 
Johnson and Nixon presidencies, it 
was pretty risky for a President to 
accept an invitation to visit at a un- 
iversity to pick up an honor. 


But while Ford did quite well 


during his brief stint as chief 
executive, he set no degree-getting 
record. Herbert Hoover topped all 
Presidents in collecting honorary 
diplomas. Hoover held 93 of them,

San Diego, Calif. — On a hill overlooking the 


bay, under the sort of slightly overcast sky that 
people here consider inclemency, San Diego 
University conferred upon me the commence- 
ment speaker's privilege of dispensing 
gratuitous advice to a captive audience. I was 
tempted to lecture sternly about shoes. 


Academic gowns focus attention on the 


shoes that protrude beneath, and I tremble for 
my country when I see sneakers and semi- 
platform shoes worn to commencements by the 
rising generation. Fortunately, the other end of 
the student matters more. And this small un- 
iversity is properly proportioned to function, so 
students here have their minds well-tended. 


Having turned 36, I am entitled to lecture 


the young: I am more than halfway through my 
allotted three-score-and-ten years and am on 
life's downward slopes. It is traditional to pour 
upon graduates syrupy talk about the future 
belonging to them. But it is better to be able to 
offer congratulations because the past 
"belongs" to them. 


A teacher of mine was fond of saying to me, 


"I want to make philosophy genius-proof, not 
fool-proof." It was painfully obvious to both of us 
that I would be no obstacle to the genius- 
proofing of anything. But his point was this: The 
world has suffered much from the bright ideas 
of clever people who are so uninformed about 
the past that they do not know that they are ad- 
dressing old, wrong questions in old, wrong 
ways 


Understandably, undergraduates have 


employment on their minds. But they should be 
protected from the acquisition of merely 
"useful" knowledge. 


Commencement would be a melancholy 


ceremony if those graduating had devoted four 
years to looking ahead nervously to the next four 
decades of necessitous employment in the 
workaday world. Rather, education should be 
primarily an innoculation against the disease of 
our time, which is disdain for times past. 


Emerson lamented that college education 


often was a ship "made of rotten timber, of 
rotten, honeycombed, traditional timber without 
so much as an inch of new plank in the hull." But 
education should produce people laden with 


traditional timber, not brimming with new 
ideas After all, most new knowledge is false. 


As Princeton's president, Woodrow Wilson 


wrote often and well about the university as 
society's "seat of vital memory," an "organ of 
recollection" for the transmission of the best 
traditions. He regarded education as a conser- 
ving enterprise, a way of making young people 
artificially "old" by steeping them in seasoned 
ideas. 


"We seek to set them securely forward at 


the point at which the mind of the race has 
definitely arrived, and save them the trouble of 
attempting the journey over again," Wilson 
said. 


"We are in danger of losing our identity and 


becoming infantile in every generation . . . We 
stand dismayed to find ourselves growing no 
older, always as young as the information of our 
most numerous voters... the past is discredited 
among them, because they played no part in 
choosing it." 


Some people think that such reverence for 


tradition violates the spirit of democracy, which 
they think involves nothing but deference to 
opinions of the most numerous voters. G. K. 
Chesterton knew better: 


"... tradition is only democracy extended 


through time... Tradition may be defined as an 
extension of the franchise. Tradition means 
giving votes to the most obscure of all classes, 
our ancestors. It is the democracy of the dead. 
Tradition refuses to submit to the small and 
arrogant oligarchy of those who merely happen 
to be walking about. All democrats object to 
men being disqualified by the accident of birth; 
tradition objects to their being disqualified by 
the accident of death. Democracy tells us not to 
neglect a good man's opinion, even if he is our 
father." 


So the Class of '77 should live with a crick in 


its neck, figuratively speaking, a crick in its 
neck from looking backward. That may not be a 
heroic posture, but it is prudent. And it is the 
duty of conservatives like me to affirm homey 
virtues like prudence at movable feasts like 
commencements. 


So wherever they are heading, I wish 


graduates Godspeed, or such speed as is prudent 
while looking backward.

A journalist on journalism

I had the honor to speak at the Columbia 


School of Journalism, where I observed that the 
power of the press is vastly exaggerated, both by 
its friends and its enemies — but especially the 
latter. 


I presumed that Columbia is above the mere 


faddism of the "Woodstein U." phenomenon — 
young people crowding toward journalism 
schools as they flocked to divinity schools in the 
1950s or the Peace Corps in the 1960s, wanting to 
save the world. There is enough to challenge 
people in journalism, calling for good honest 
workmanship, without taking on the added 
burden of becoming messiahs. 


There was a little grumbling when I said: 


"Anyone who goes into journalism to teach, to 
change minds, to vindicate the truth, has — I 
fear — chosen the wrong profession.'" But, in the 
little time I had to talk with the graduating 
students afterward, I sensfil I was bringing 
coals to Newcastle when I said such things. 


These bright young people can read, after 


all. They know Woodward and Bernstein did a 
good job because they looked at it as a carpenter 
looks at good cabinet-making. They had the 
basic skills, and were proud of them. Ideology 
did not enter in. Their beliefs could just as well 
be hurt as helped by what lay around the next 
corner. That did not matter. They were prodded 
by the need to turn that corner. 


A few people did think I was insulting the 


journalistic calling in front of its newest 
devotees. But others realized that the power of 
the press is played up mainly by Wallaces and 
Agnews, to discredit unwelcome truths. 


When the My Lai massacre'or Pentagon 


Papers revealed unwelcome truths, the enemies 
of those truths forgot about what was said and 
criticized the way of saying it. Seymour Hersh 


was a villain for saying innocent people died in a 
ditch, so that we need not think of the murder — 
so that we could, indeed, sympathize with the 
murderer. 


When the Pentagon Papers were found and 


printed, those who exaggerated the press's role 
were the ones who attacked the procedures of in- 
vestigative reporting in order to evade the truths 
reported. 


I recently heard William Buckley pay jour- 


nalism the supreme (and killing) compliment. 
He said he feared nothing Nelson Rockefeller 
might do with his money — one thing excepted: 
we might never recover if he should take it into 
bis bead to buy the New York Times. It is hard to 
find a true parallel to this absurdity. 


Why should Nelson Rockefeller aspire to the 


New York Times? He took a demotion when he 
became governor of New York — rather like a 
young king giving up the throne to go on stage, 
trading incense for theater dust, to satisfy the 
quirks of human vanity. People would wonder 
why such a man gave up power. Buckley fears 
the power he did not gain. 


Imagine Walter Reuther saying he could 


never fear Henry Ford's power because 
Haldeman Julius did not sell him the Little Blue 
Books. Imagine John L. Lewis saying he never 
feared the owner of a West Virginia company 
town until he tried to start a press there. Why 
bother to buy the newspaper when you have 
already bought the town? Similarly, Rockefeller 
did not have to subsidize reporters to go talk 
with Henry Kissinger. He just subsidized 
Kissinger directly. He had more power as a 
patron than as a publisher. 


The power of the press is a heady idea, 


appealing to those who enter the field of jour- 
nalism. It is also a dangerous idea, because it is 
mainly false.

Rumors race in wake of Kremlin's rumblings

Moscow — A "deepening socialist 


democracy" was proclaimed by 
General Secretary Leonid Brezhnev 
when he presented the draft of a 
new constitution to the spring 
plenum of UK oarty's Central Com- 
mittee here :n Moscow last 
Tuesday. But even as he spoke 
events intimated the rule in the 
Kremlin still smacks less of con- 
stitutional order than of push and 
shove. 


For besides approving the draft 


constitution "in main'" the plenum 
also decided to demote a veteran 
Soviet leader. President Nikolai 
Podgomy. That decision, made in 
secret without any explanation, 
came amidst signs of acrimony 
which loosed a flood of rumors about 
the Soviet leadership. 


Behind all this there lie the 


anomalies imposed by Soviet 
politics on Soviet history. Each new 
leader has rewritten the story of the 
past, 
m a g n i f y i n g bis own 


achievements by undoing or co- 
opting those' of predecessors. When 
Brezhnev reached the top, he too 
fdC'cd Ihc Usk of assuring his place 
in history 


A new constitution offered one ob- 


vious device The last Soviet con- 
stitution, put through in 2836 by 
Stalin, was famous for the contrast 
between rights assured in theory 
and arbitrary rule carried out in 
practice. Still, it was known through

thick and thin as the "Stalin con- 
stitution." 


The idea of a new. more with-it 


constitution was first proposed by 
Nikita Khrushchev at the 22nd party 
congress in 1961. Brezhnev picked it 
up after the fall of Khrushchev, and 
made the idea his awn. He pushed 
hard and repeatedly for a draft, and 
it seemed likely that one would be 
surfaced at the 25th party congress 
in February 1975. 


Certainly the innovations so far 


announced seern innocuous enough 
There will he less emphasis on class 
struggle and ethnic autonomy within 
Ihf' Swic! 1'nidn, and on confronta- 
tion with the world outside Russia 
\ new section cm rights will feature 
sur-h socialist stand-bye as the right 
to a y>b. a decent education and 
medical care 


But giving up such slogans as 


"dictatorship of the proletariat" 
and "capitalist encirclement" ap- 
parently drew bitter opposition, 
from the ideological watchdogs led 
by Mikhail Suslov, a senior party 
secretary who seems to stand se- 
cond to Brezhnev in the Soviet 
pecking order. The opposition 
delayed approval of the new con- 
stitution beyond the 25th congress. 


Brezhnev then set his sights on the 


60th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
Revolution this fall. He apparently 
won Suslov's approval of a draft 
quite recently. A mark of Suslov's 
okay, said in keeping with his wry 
sense of humor, is that be delivered 
to the plenum last Tuesday a report 
on the new words and slightly new 
music to be adopted for the self- 
adulatory and miu'tantly combative 
national anthem which Stalin caused 
to be written in 1943. 


According to those present dis- 


cussion of the new constitution at 
the plenum was "businesslike and 
orderly." But backstage there was 
trouble over a decision to drop 
Podgorny as a member of the Polit- 
buro — a step which in effect strips 
him of his role as head of the 
Supreme Soviet, or legislature, and 
president 


The Mgn of the trouble was an an- 


nouncement of the demotion made 
— unlike any similar announcement, 
including Use ouster of Khrosbcbev 
— without the tuna] polite fktkms of 


health, age or retirement. 


Podgorny is 74 and 'he has long 


been known as 'figurehead, un- 
connected with either the Brezhnev 
faction in the leadership or the 
Suslov group. So almost certainly 
the reason for the shabby treatment 
is that he refused to go quietly. But 
why did Brezhnev bother to drop a 
figurehead? That question set 
Moscow agog with speculation early 
last week, and yielded three rough 
theories. 


One was that Brezhnev wanted to 


be both secretary general and presi- 
dent. In that way he would couple 
the real and the formal power, and 
deepen further his claim to historic 
stature. 


A second theory was that 


Brezhnev wanted the job to accom- 
modate or weaken one of the 
"watchdog" faction under Suslov — 
perhaps Prime Minister Alexei 
Kosygin. A third theory was Uiat he 
wanted the presidential post or 
perhaps Kosygin's job for a protege 
whom he hoped to groom for the 
succession. 


Whatever the truth, there was no 


denying Brezhnev's present 
supremacy What is m doubt is 
whether be can manage history 
without, as Stahii and Khruschev 
did, setting in motion events which 
outrun his control.

bonate, composed of calcium 
and magnesium Water con- 
taining less than the specified 
level of calcium carbonate is 
considered ' soft" 


Further research is needed 


before a positive link can be es- 
tablished between hardness 
and softness and heart disease, 
the report said 


But the study adds that 


despite uncertainties 
the 


evidence is sufficiently com 
pellmg to treat the hard 
water hypothesis' as plausi- 
ble particularly when the 
number of potentially preven- 
table deaths from car- 
diovascular diseases is con- 
sidered 


The report also said 
— Use of chlorine m water 


treatment may result in for- 
mation of cancer-causing sub- 
stances, but the chemical also 
has had unparalleled success 
m controlling waterborne in- 
fectious diseases 
More 


research is needed before a 
substitute can take over 
chlorine s role 


— Research on fluoride does 


not support claims that the 
substance increases or 
decreases cancer mortality 
rates 


— Studies in Duluth, Minn , 


on asbestos fibers ingested 
through drinking water "do not 
suggest an immediate hazard 
to public health' 


But until additional research 


can be done," "contamination 
of drinking water by mineral 
fibers should be kept to a 
minimum," because some 
cancers go unrecognized for up 
to 20 years

covering for the iris and pupil 
The infection caused them to 
dry up and change texture 


Mrs Josefowicz said she 


thought the situation hopeless 
and almost turned down the 
offer, but friends and relatives 
persuaded her to see a 
hometown doctor, who told her 
about the new operation 


There were 14 other can- 


didates for the-surgery at

'The reason she was

watcn the'performance of the man on

for their uniforms shoes and gear — a 
painstaking prolonged task 


And on their 48 hours off the men of 


the tomb guard are expected to perform 


more routine duties at Ft Myer and to

They draw no extra pay nor privileges 


except to wear the tomb badge Any 
military or civilian misstep can lose 
them the post and the badge 


At Christmas thev have a special 


ceremony uniquely their own

Gasohol: boon or boondoggle? 
Opinion split on volatile issue 


To Goldie, her '28 Model A's more than a Ford. It has been a friend for half her life. 


Goldie is doing fine, thank you, 
with Queen and '28 Model A

Adams — To Model A buffs, it's a 


prized '28, a first-year successor to 
Henry's celebrated Model T. To owner 
Goldie Schoneweise, it's much, much 
more. 


The green has long since faded, 


although her eyes still see its sparkle and 
"Daddy's pride the day he drove it new 
from the showroom." Her first and last, 
the car has been a faithful old friend for 
more than half her 86 years. 


The Ford used to brave Lincoln's 0 St. 


but now finds even tiny Bennet an adven- 
ture. It's a farm widow's link to town, 
five miles away. 


Perhaps most cf all, it's a desperation 


grip on something Goldie prizes highly: 
independence. 


Despite her age, she insists on living 


alone in the house where she was born 
. and where both her parents, the William 
Wotens, died. She sold the 1882 farm 
several years back but "retained rights 
to half the fruittad to stay on as long as I 
live.'' 


j Happiness is here, where the past and 
, present and a beautiful collie named 
Queen ail romp together. There is crudi- 
ty, true, such as the old wood cookstove. 


But Goldie is too caught up in "the 


growing things" to care much about the 
others. The outdoors is really her home, 
a man-size garden her domain. By turns, 
a cane and a hoe are her scepter. 


"My love for nature is next to my love 


for God," said the personable oldster. "I 
guess an appreciation for flowers was 
just born in me. I even admire a beauty 
in the dandelion." 


A religious faith as great as the sur- 


rounding cuttonwoods shows forth in her 
two church affiliations. Though a 
member of Beatrice's First Christian 
Church, she is more of a regular at 
Adams First Baptist. 


"My license permits driving no more 


than 15 miles from Adams in any direc- 
tion," she noted. "But they made me 
take my last test in Beatrice, so a 


Queen helps break the 
loneliness. Goldie has a hoe for a 
scepter. 


neighbor drove me in so I wouldn't break 
the law. I passed, except they told me to 
practice on a four-lane highway." 


Since there are no four-lane highways 


within 15 miles of Adams, Mrs. 
Schoneweise is still puzzled by that 
order. 


The car, however, made the grade to 


Beatrice and back with no difficulty 
whatsoever. Since its odometer conked 
out at just over 66,000, the owner won't 
even guess at its total mileage. 


She does know that its only serious 


mechanical problem occurred more than 
40 years ago "when Father forgot to 
drain the radiator one night and the head 
froze. 


I try not to go over 35, don't drive at all 


unless I'm feeling good, and my license 
won't let me drive at night," she con- 
tinued. "I wasn't raised to turn any cor- 
ners on two wheels." 


A small dent is the car's only reminder 


of a minor 1974- accident, her only one 
through the years. Driving into the sun, 
she was blinded and found herself 
"headed toward a ditch a little too 
lively." 


Except for a couple tries with her 


father's predecessor Model T, her old 
two-door is the only car she has ever 
driven. She did most of the driving even 
when her husband, Louie, was with her. 
He died in 1957. 


"The Ford goes under a 1929 label on 


the license and insurance, but the boys at 
the filling station say it's actually a late 
"28." she said. "All I know for sure is 
that Father had it for only three or four 
years. After he died, I bought it at the 
1934 estate sale." 


Faithfully garaged through the 


decades, the car shows little rust but has 
long since given up its luster. It usually 
sits out the winter under roof, the owner 
telephoning friends when she needs a 
ride. 


The vehicle gets plenty of attention, 


even among Adams townspeople, who 
should be used to it by now. And it has at- 
tracted many purchase offers, all firmly 
rejected. 


"One man even wanted to pay for it 


now and let me continue driving it as 
long as I live," said Goldie. "but it's just 
not for sale at a big price or little price 
or any price. Why, this car has just 
always been in the family name." 


Regents foresee med faculty losses over fee issue 
Vanselow expected to clear air 


Omaha (AP) — The new chancellor of 


the .University of Nebraska Medical 
Center, Neal Vanselow, is expected to 
clear up problems between the regents 
and the medical faculty that be will in- 
herit when he takes over July 1. 


Regents Chairman Robert Simmons 


Jr. said the regents expect the Medical 
Center to lose about six teachers in a 
faculty revolt over disclosure of 
professional fees. 


"We don't think the revolt's going to 


cause many more than six teachers to 
leave," Simmons said. He said six is only 
an estimate and he didn't identify the 


teachers. 


The teacher exodus is expected as a 


result of the regents' demands for 
changes in the private practice agree- 
ment with doctors. Board members are 
insisting on a partial disclosure of the 
professional fee income and tighter con- 
trol over off-campus practice by full- 
time faculty members. 


In its 1976 accreditation report, the 


College of Medicine said the plan in 
effect at the time — to report levels of 
income to the dean, chancellor and presi- 
dent — "adequately resolves" the dis- 
closure issue. 


But, the accreditation inspectors said, 


the plan did not limit the doctors' total 
professional income. 


"The lack of an effective limitation on 


faculty income appears to have a tenden- 
cy to divert faculty effort from teaching 
and research to practice," the report 
said. 


Regent James Moylan of Omaha said 


the board is aware of the problem and 
expects Dr. Vanselow to correct it 


The accreditation report also 


criticized two doctors for their involve- 
ment in a private laboratory.

Blend one part ethanol (grain- 


produced) alcohol into nine parts gas- 
oline to make gasohol. 


Add the energy crisis and dwindling 


gasoline supplies. Include just-approved 
federal inducements worth $84 million 
and a state gas tax cut of five cents a 
gallon for gasohol purchasers, totaling $1 
million or more a year. 


Create a new market for 17c or more of 


the state's grains which otherwise might 
not have as attractive an outlet as the 
ethanol plant, at a time when wheat and 
other grain prices are low and Nebraska 
farmers need help. 


These factors plus political motives 


and personalities add up to an inflam- 
mable question with some unstable and 
complex answers: is gasohol a boon or a 
boondoggle? 


The Agricultural Products Industrial 


Utilization Committee was created by 
the Legislature in 1971, but that 
"gasohol" committee had its genesis in 
the 1960s. Nebraskans wanted a way to 
stretch gasoline supplies and help the 
grain industry at the same time. 


Now, for the first time, it appears the 


federal government is about to put some 
financial resources into the development 
of gasohol. A farm bill passed by the 
Senate, as well as the version advanced 
by the House Agriculture Committee, 
provides $15 million each for four 
experimental plants to turn grain into 
alcohol for blending into motor fuel. Plus 
there are University of Nebraska 
research funds. All this has Nebraska in- 
terests pressing for one such plant in the 
state. 


Since 1971 the committee's technical 


adviser has been Dr. William A. 
Scheller. University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
chemical engineering head. He came to 
UNL in 1963 from the California 
Research Corp., where he had been 
process design director. He has done 
extensive research and presented papers 
nationally on gasohol.

He believes it is feasible, desirable and 


economically beneficial to the state, and 
provides figures to support him. 


Dr. James Kendrick, nationally- 


recognized agricultural economist, came 
to UNL in 1962. He has researched the 
extraction of protein from the grains as a 
distilling by-product, which could be 
used to fortify foods. 


He has misgivings about the feasibility 


of gasohol production. 


Kendrick believes plants outside 


Nebraska could produce ethanol, which 
still must. be blended somewhere to 
create gasohol. He calls the gas tax in- 
centive a subsidy, which should not help 
finance a profit-making plant without 
public approval. 


Among the Nebraska gasohol 


questions which arise: 


• Would the fuel and an ethanol plant 


here be profitable, and how soon? How 
would the gram bought affect the 
market? 


• Is gasohol too expensive compared to 


gasoline, or is that gap narrowing as gas- 
oline supplies fall and prices rise? 


• Does Scheller's role as professor, 


gasohol adviser and head of an alcohol 
company formed for profit constitute a 
conflict of interest? 


• Is the protein isolate byproduct use 


feasible now? 


• Are gasohol road tests of 1 7 million 


miles significant and accurate? 


• What are marketing prospects for 


the alcohol and gasohol'' Sales at a 
Holdrege service station in 1975 could not 
keep up with consumer gasohol demand. 


• Is debate over the project "a matter 


of personalities," as one University 
bystander put it? 


• Would benefits from payrolls, taxes, 


gasoline savings, grain sales and other 
income outweigh any "subsidy" cost, or 
has too much federal and state money 
been spent already7 


Some industry sources mirror the 


ethanol'gasohol debate. 


"We have always felt the project was 


feasible from a technical standpoint." a 
Farmland Industries official wrote a 
Nebraskan. "However, we have 
questioned the economics of the ven- 
ture." 


The Farmland official said he did not 


know whether the industrial alcohol 
market could absorb Nebraska-produced 
ethanol. The report of an outside consul- 
tant to the gasohol committee showed, 
he said, "the alcohol going into gasoline 
would be about three times the cost of 
petroleum products presently used for 
gasoline blending." 


But the firm is interested, the official 


said. "We would like nothing better than 
to be involved . . . when it becomes 
economically viable." -

volatile as an issue? 


Favorable state crop prospects 
are pouring in with heavy rains

Crop prospects for Nebraska are cer- 


tainly a lot better than last year thanks 
to the heavy rains in much of the state. 


"Farmers haven't yet gotten to the 


point where they will complain about 
rain after three years of drouth," said 
George Rehm, soils specialist at the Con- 
cord experiment station in northeast 
Nebraska. 


Pastures in the northeast still show the 


effect of overgrazing during the drouth 
but are starting to recover. 


"We do have cutworms in corn. I know 


of a number of farmers who have had to 
replant corn," he said. "It seems to be 
worst along the Missouri River. 


"The hay harvest came real early. 


Oats and barley are heading out. They 
look good except in fields that weren't 
fertilized," he said. 


The corn crop in the northeast that es- 


caped the cutworms appears to be 
progressing well. 


In the southeast there are also 


cutworms but crops generally look good, 
according to Duane Kantor who works in 
four counties around Columbus for the 
extension service. 


"People are real interested in irriga- 


tion scheduling and in water meters on 
their wells. There may not be enough 
water meters to go around," he said. 


Corn in the area is weedy but is 


growing well. "They will need to get into 
the fields quickly when it stops raining 
but farmers morale is excellent since it 
began raining." lie said. 


"Pasture growth is below normal but 


it is perking up. Oats look good. The 
worst of the wheat was torn out and 
replanted to other crops." he said. 


At Clay Center, weed specialist Fred 


Roeth finds plenty of weeds to work 
with. "We have a good crop of weeds but 
the grain crops look good. too. We even 
have a little water setting in low places 
and road ditches," he said. 


"The rains have soaked in real well. It 


also took care of the greenbugs." he 
said. "Overgrazed pastures don't look 


too good but well managed ones are com- 
ing back." 


Len Nelson, an agronomist at the pan- 


handle station said crop and pasture con- 
ditions depend on the local showers. 
"Where it rained things look good but 
where it didn't it is pretty dry." he said. 
"Hail has been a problem in small areas. 
About 10 miles from Scottsbluff it was a 
foot deep in a small area." 


"Chappell and Hemingford also had 


areas of hail damage that was 
devastating," he said. "The panhandle 
seems to have escaped insect damage. 
Our entomologist told me that he hasn't 
been catching any moths from the 
cutworms so I don't think we have any." 


"Sugar beets are coming along well. 


Dry beans are not planted yet. The corn 
looks good and so does the wheat." he 
said. "The price of wheat is quite low but 
the crop looks good. It is a little thin in 


spots but with rain will be a good crop," 
he said. 


W. Neal Baxter, associate director of ' 


the North Platte station said they have a 
great crop year so far. "The wheat may 
actually have a bit too much rain," he 
said. "The rains so far have been the 
nice slow, gentle kind that are great." 


Baxter said high winds have damaged 


some corn under center pivots that will 
have to be replanted but in general crops 
are in excellent condition. "Pastures 
never looked better. 95" of the corn is 
planted. So far we have a great "year 
going." he said. 


Baxter said some farmers were plan- 


ning to harvest their wheat as silage 
because their grain bins are filled with 
last year's crop. "They have enough 
moisture so they probably could take the 
wheat off and still get a fair crop of grain 
sorghum," he said.

UNL prof: preferred-candidate model helps explain Council race

Election studies on why people vote 


the way they do appear to shed light on 
what happened in Lincoln's recent City" 
Council race. 


The composite model of the preferred 


candidate, drawn from nationwide non- 
partisan elections, is a youngish white 
male with a business or professional 
background. 


Sue Bailey doesn't fit this voter 


preference model and lost her bid for a 
second Council term in a very close race 


Leo Scherer and Joe Hampton don't 


have a perfect fit, but they came closer 
lo the model than any of toe other can- 
didates in the campaign. 


And that, says a Lincoln university 


professor, goes a long way toward 
explaining why they won and Mrs. Bailey 
loft in the May 3 city general election. 


Dr. Rdbert SitUg, political idcnce 


professor at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoto and expert on elections, said Ure 


composite portrait, or model, of the 
ideal candidate is based on nationwide 
Donpartisan elections over tbe last 20 
years. It can be used in Lincoln, be said, 
because of the community's 
socioecoDomic mix. 


For example, if Lincoln were an in- 


dustrial city, the model would have to be 
modified to reflect a concentration of 
blue-collar workers. 


Although the model also can be applied 


to the school board election and past City 
Council elections, it isn't applicable to 
John Robinson's victory, Sittig said. 


Robinson, he said, won for other 


reasons, which include his incumbency, 
exposure, the relatively large amount of 
money that went into his campaign, 
something of a recent tradition to have a 
black on tbe City Council and an ap- 
parent broadening of IBS base of support 
to include some conservatives. 


As an attorney, his professional

credentials probably bolstered torn, too, 
SitUg said. 


Robinson. 33. was tbe only incumbent 


reeiected. Scherer. 43. is a tavern 
operator; Hampton. 52, is a developer; 
and Mrs. Bailey. 53, is a bomemakerand 
is active in civic affairs. 


SitUg cautioned, however, that since 


the span of votes between winners and 
losers in tbe Council election was very 
close, it's difficult to draw any definitive 
conclusions from the election results. 


There was a 737-vote spread between 


top vole getter Hampton and Mrs. 
Bailey, who ran fourth. The difference 
between Robinson's third-place position 
and Mrs Bailey's was 275 votes. 


Nonetheless, Sitbg thinks the voter 


preference model offers the best 
explanation for the City Council election 
results. 


There are other factors, be said, bat 


they are secondary to the preferred can- 
didate model. As examples, be cited 
liberal-conservative stances, antiwomen 
votes and growth-no growth issues. 


Sittig doesn't read very much into 


these factors in nonpartisan races, and 
collectively they are instrumental in 
determining only lo''< to 20% of the total 
vote. 


Personal campaigning, such as door- 


to-door canvassing or personal contact. 
is at a third level and influences about 
5^ to 10'* of the vote, he said 


Different factors and forces come into 


play in traditional party elections. Sittig 
said A candidate's party affiliation ac- 
counts for 50'"r to W/i of the vote, per- 
sonality, chansma or appearance forge

He agrees with tbe speculation that 


Mrs Bailey probably lost some votes 
from supporters who thought she would 
be reflected and therefore didn't bother 


to vote for her. 


To what extent this may nave been a 


factor is difficult to assess. Mrs. Bailey 
said shortly after the election that she 
thought it was the main factor. 


The belief that Mrs. Bailey had nothing 


to worry about in the ejection was 
sparked by her first-place showing in the 
April primary and her No. 1 place in a 
poll conducted for The Sunday Journal 
and Star just before the election. 


There also was some speculation that 


Hampton and Scherer gained an edge in 
the election through double-shot voting 
— persons voting for them only and not 
casting a third vote 


This speculation apparently is without 


any hard evidence to back it up. A spot 
check ol precinct-by-precinct returns 
didn't reveal calculated double voting in 
any kind of orchestrated way. 


it's not unusual for some people not to 


cast their full complement of ballots 
when they go into tbe voting booth. 


No doubt there were some instances of 


double- or single-shot voting for 
calculated reasons, but it wasn't limited 
to a particular set of candidates. 


There is a difference of 10"r between 


the total number of votes that could have 
been cast by the people who voted and 
the total number of votes cast for the six 
Council candidates. 


There were percentage differences in 


tbe other May 3 races. For example, the 
figure was 35" in the school board elec- 
tion, and IS'.r of the people who wenl lo 
the polls didn't vote one way or the other 
on tbe proposed S7 million bond issue for 
a performing arts center 


The glaring question in the no-vote 


percentages is whether election results 
would have been different had more 
voters cast their full complement of 
ballots. 


The question appears simple enough 


Perhaps the answer is, too

Frances Knight 


Passport 
chief told 
she must 
quit job 


Washington (AP) — Frances 


Knight, a controversial 
veteran of bureaucratic wars 
and survivor of previous ef- 
forts to oust her as U.S. 
passport officer chief has been 
told she must retire in two 
months. 


Secretary of State Cyrus A. 


Vance made a "very con- 
sidered decision" to let her go, 
said Richard Moose, deputy 
undersecretary of state for 
management. Miss Knight was 
unavailable for comment. 


For each of the past two 


years, Miss Knight has been 
given an exemption allowing 
her to remain past the man- 
datory retirement age of 70. 
Her current exemption expires 
July 31, and she was told last 
week she must retire. 


Miss Knight, a 72-year-old 


conservative Republican, was 
appointed to her post in 1956 by 
President 
Dwight 
D. 


Eisenhower. As head of the 
passport office, she earned a 
reputation for both efficiency 
and outspokeness in criticizing 
superiors in her 22-year 
tenure. 


During her service, Miss 


Knight has been attacked for 
denying passports to "political 
suspects," a practice halted by 
the Supreme Court in 1964. 


In the late 1960s, then-Sen. 


Stephen M. Young, D-Ohio, 
called her "one of those super- 
patriots who considers it her 
duty to judge the patriotism of 
other Americans." He 
demanded her resignation. 


She once was quoted as • 


saying, "We can be called con- 
servative, yes, because we're 
concerned about the security 
of the United States." 
However, she denied that 
political ideology affected the 
operations of her office. 


Each time her job was 


threatened, Miss Knight 
managed to rally enough sup- 
port on Capitol Hill and 
elsewhere to stay on. 
! Because of her victories in 
bureaucratic battles and 
longevity in the job, Miss 
Knight has been compared 
with late FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


She rarely hesitates to speak 


her mind or to challenge 
superiors. At times, she has 
called her bosses "creeps" or 
"gutless" and publicly com- 
plained that bureaucrats were 
interfering with her office's 
operation and that she wasn't 
being given enough funding and 
personnel. 


In 1971, then-Sen. Sam Ervin, 


D-N.C., criticized the passport 
office for keeping a "lookout 
list" on which it reported to 
various law enforcement and 
intelligence agencies the 
passport applications of per- 
sons suspected of being 
"subversive" or who might 
fail to create a good impres- 
sion of the United States 
abroad. 


Miss Knight dismissed the 


criticism, saying the vast 
majority of the 250,000 persons 
listed were of "questionable 
citizenship."

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Scheller as teacher, consultant, company president 


checking on conflict issue 


"I don't see a conflict of interest," 


says Dr. William A. Scheller of his gas- 
ohol role as teacher, consultant and com- 
pany president. 


University of Nebraska officials are 


checking the conflict issue. They have no 
timetable for deciding it. 


Scheller wears three hats: 
« Consultant to the gasohol com- 


mittee. 


• Recipient of grants from the com- 


mittee for research, as University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln chemical engineering 
chairman. 


• President of the Nebraska Grain 


Alcohol and Chemical Co., formed 
earlier this year. 


The company is promoting construc- 


tion of a profit-making plant to produce 
ethanol. which then must be blended 
with gasoline to make gasohol. The 
coporation would be a potential recipient 
oj federal funds that might be authorized 
to subsidize the gasohol project. 


Vice president of the embryo com- 


pany, which has not yet offered stock or 
paid any salaries, is Ross Rasmussen. 
He is a former state senator now 
executive director of the Nebraska State 
School Boards Assn. 


Other incorporators and.directors are 


Dominick Costello, Lincoln Journal and 
Star farm editor; Dwayne Dietze, 
former Production Credit Assn. presi- 
dent; and Christopher Beutler, attorney 
with Clme. Williams, Wright, Johnson 
and Oldfaiher. 


(Jack Hart, managing editor of The 


Journal, and William 0. Dobler, editor of 
The Star, said Costello would not be 
reporting on the gaschol issue for the 
Lincoln newspapers. Coverage of the 
subject is being assigned to other staff 
members.) 


"We are looking at any conflict of in- 


terest (regarding Scheller) that might be 
involved," said UNL Chancellor Roy 
Young. He would add only that there are 
no deadlines on the check. 


"It has reached my desk," said John C. 


Gourlay. NU system in-house attorney. 
"It's still up in the air." A determination 
will be made by Young and George Han- 
na Jr.. UNL engineering and technology 
dean. Gourlay said. 
- 


Whether any firm in such cases is 


profit or nonprofit is not necessarily a 
deciding factor, Gourlay said. In theory, 
a nonprofit firm could pay any excess of 


income over expenses to its officers in 
salary, Gourlay said. 


He and Young carefully avoided 


making any public judgments about 
possible conflict 


Scheller was candid about his involve- 


ment, the company's future and his own. 


One stated aim of gasohol legislation is 


to "cooperate with private industry to 
establish privately-owned agricultural 
ethyl alcohol manufacturing plants in 
Nebraska to supply demand for such 
product," Scheller said, quoting the 
statute. 


"The committee has spent a con- 


siderable amount of time talking to es- 
tablished firms," Scheller said. One 
firm, he said, shied away from construc- 
ting a plant because it had no grain 
business experience. Another, Scheller 
said, was a food firm which did not want 
to enter the industrial chemical 
business. Private venture capital is 
limited, he added. 


He formed the company earlier this 


year. He sees it as a natural extension of 
his gasohol activities, which began in 
1971 when Dean Hanna asked him to be a 
consultant to the committee as part of 
the University's public service function. 


If the company he heads builds a plant, 


Scheller said, "I'm going to have to 
make a choice" between the Univesity 
and the firm. "You can't do both. At this 
time, I can." 


No one has received money from the 


company, he said. It has offered no 
stock, but will in the future when 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
approval is obtained. 


Scheller said he told Young and Hanna 


in November he was "thinking of for- 
ming a company," and got no negative 
response. He told them they could 
forward any information to the NU 
Regents they felt necessary. The dean 
and chancellor also were informed at the 
time of incorporation, Scheller said. 


He said he has filed the economic dis- 


closure form as required of all state 
employees. 


"Someone had to take the bull by the 


horns" and promote a plant here, 
Scheller said. Nebraska Grain Alcohol 
"has been contacted both directly and in- 
directly by some distillers, expressing 
some interest in the company's ven- 
ture," Scheller said. "I was 'the first guy 
who said, 'Why don't we form a com- 
pany?' " 


Neither the company nor grants to the 


department by the gasohol committee 
have benefitted him personally or cut 
into UNL duties, he said. He estimated 
he has devoted 3,500 hours to the gasohol 
project while continuing full teaching- 
administration duties in the five-person 
department. 


The department has received $73,500 


from the committee since 1971, he said, 
for gasohol research. An estimated $2,- 
000 of that amount was used one year to 
replace, not augment, part of his 
University-paid salary. 


Jack Quackenbush, Beatrice, gasohol 


committee head, said he sees no conflict 
of interest. He understood the question 
had been cleared earlier with university 
officials. 


The committee discussed the conflict 


issue in February. Robert Rauner, 
Sidney, a committee member, said there 
is no conflict because Scheller is not paid 
by the committee or by the company and 
both are aimed at getting a plant here. 


Scheller offered to resign then from 


the unpaid committee technical adviser 
post, and become a ?1 a year paid consul- 
tant. The committee did not accept that 
offer. 


Little industry interest in grain alcohol

While Nebraskans debate the 


future of grain-derived syn- 
thetic alcohol, a spot-check of 
the industry uncovers very lit- 
tle interest in the use of syn- 
thetic alcohol as a fuel and 
even less interest in deriving it 
from grains. 


According to the Chemical 


Marketing Reporter, there is 


an annual world market for 540 
million pounds of synthetic 
alcohol, almost all of which is 
presently derived from 
petrochemicals and used in the 
production of consumer items, 
such as paint, toiletries, 
detergents and external 
pharmeceuticals. 


Carl Schwenker, a chemist 


with Shell Chemical in Deer- 
park, Tex., which produces 40 
million pounds of synthetic 
alcohol a year, said a 1975 in- 
house publication concluded 
that use of synthetic alcohol as 
an additive to gasoline for fuel 
"theoretically sounds like a 
good idea, but a lot of practical 
problems must be overcome." 


He quoted the Trend 


OPPD wondering how to pick 
advisory committee members 


Magazine story as saying the 
additive could possibly be 
developed, but at present the 
economics of the process are 
inhibitive. 


He said most of the problems 


could be solved by technology, 
however. 


The Sunday Journal and Star 


was able to locate only one 
other synthetic alcohol- 
producing plant which relied 
on grains (wheat and corn). 
That is Publicker, Inc., of 
Philadelphia. The company did 
not want to make public details 
of its operations because of in- 
dustry competition. 


Omaha (AP) — The Omaha 


Public Power District (OPPD) 
is seeking volunteers to serve 
on its new citizens advisory 
committee on rates, but the 
directors responsible for the 
idea aren't sure how to select 
the volunteers. 


The board of directors hasn't 


specified what the committee 
should do. how often it should 
meet or how much power it 
should have. 


In a meeting Friday, direc- 


tors Robert Blankenship and 


Robert Corn and Board Chair- 
man Rosemary Skrupa agreed 
informally that more adver- 
tising should be done to tell the 
public about the citizens com- 
mittee and that OPPD will 
have plenty of electric power 
until 1983. 


Blankenship, who represents 


a large number of ratepayers 
owning all-electric homes, has 
urged the formation of the 
citizens committee, 
conten- 


ding that ratepayers should 
have a chance to express their 


opinions on OPPD rates. 


But Corn pointed out that too 


much citizen input could result 
in absolute confusion. 


Mrs. Skrupa said a meeting 


to find out what ratepayers 
think about rates "would turn 
into a complaint session and I 
don't blame them."

Law limits Memorial Day fun 


What follows is, no kidding, the law... right now, in the 


latest edition of Nebraska's statutes: 


"Section 28-937. Decoration Day desecration, defined; penalty. 


Whoever shall, before 12 o'clock noon on the last Monday In May, com- 
monly known as Decoration Day,'engage In horse racing, ball playing, 
or In any game or sport which may tend to disturb the public peace, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or both." 


Quick, there's still time to organize a vigilante party for 


what now (Section 28-937 originally was written in 1905) is 
more commonly called Memorial Day. Perhaps you can 
collar a scofflaw engaging in a game of sport before lunch. 


Jim Exon's golf, accordfng to some overcritical 


observers, can tend to disturb the public peace. If you see 
him on the links Monday forenoon, remind him that the new 
criminal code he vetoed would legalize Decoration Day 
desecration (insofar as peace-disturbing games of sport 
desecrate it). 


The legislative forces who will be attempting 


Wednesday to override the criminal code veto have called 
upon the state's legal brotherhood — the lawyers and judges 
— to assist in lobbying for the necessary 30 votes. 


Ak-Sar-Ben could help 


Perhaps, in view of Section 28-937, they also should get in 


touch with the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben, who aren't without in- 
fluence. Ak-Sar-Ben's 10-race Memorial Day card this year 
starts at 2 p.m., which is after the desecration deadline, but 
some Memorial Day Ak-Sar-Ben may want to race horses 
before noon. 


Section 28-937 is just one of the ancient entries the new 


code would remove from Nebraska's criminal statutes. A 
quarter-a-word fine for swearing would be repealed. So 
would prohibitions against barbering, baseball and dancing 
"on the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday." 


But it is unfair to suggest that tossing out laws made 


ludicrous by the passage of time is all the new criminal code 
does. There are serious issues involved in the veto override 
showdown. Politics, for example.

Kendnck ignores "the very significant

' Kendnck didn t distinguish the 


alcohol production business from 
alcohol-blended fuel," Scheller said The 
state is not subsidizing the alcohol plant, 
he said but is promoting the fuel 


The legislation specifies that when the 


gasohol sale exceeds the amount set, "an 
adjustment in the tax may be considered 
by the Legislature" and the tax cut could 
be dropped, he said, quoting the statute 


"There are going to have to be some 


incentives' to get gasohol as soon as

The plant will not rely on a single

It will 
buy the lowest pnced grain available, 
thus giving the farmer an assured 
market for gram that otherwise might go 
unsold or bring less money, Scheller 
said 


He estimates the plant could make 


ethanol competitively for $1 26 a gallon 
bv 1981 using corn, for example 


Scheller computed the pump pnce of 


gasohol in November 1976 at 63 9« a 
gallon This includes transportation of 
the blended fuel to Lincoln, taxes, station 
markup and other factors 


This was the same as the commercial 


unleaded gasoline median pnce at the 
time Scheller said, and gasohol cost per 
mile was estimated at two-tenths of one 
cent less 


Another factor in the plant s future is 


possible addition of protein recovery 
operations as outlined in Kendnck's 
research on use of the gram alcohol pro- 
tein isolate to ennch foods 


Scheller reported in September in a 


paper written with a UNL graduate stu-

Gasohol vehicles probably 
getting increased mileage

There is a "greater than 99% 


probability' that state vehicles being 
tested with gasohol fad are getting 
better mileage than test vehicles using 
unleaded gasoline, according to Dr 
William Scheller, adviser to the 
Nebraska committee sponsonng the 
tests 


Scbefler acknowledged that a gauge on 


a fuel pump in Lincoln which had been 
used in the incomplete tests was inac- 
curate, registering less fuel pumped into 
the vehicles than actually was delivered 


But he said preliminary results from 


tests on Roads Dept vehicles in North 
Platte independently confirm his conclu- 
sion 


He said the test results 'are not 


clouded by any problems of pump ac- 
curacy and calibration 


Twenty vehicles using gasohol, the 


alcohol-gasoline mix 20 using unleaded 
gasoline and five using regular grade 
leaded gasoline were driver 1 7 million 
mites of the projected 2 million mile test 
as of May 6, Scheller said 


The tests started in December 1974 
It has been reported that the Lincoln 


fuel pump was found defective on two oc- 
casions by the State Department of 
Agnculture, which is responsible for 
checking the accuracy of commercial 
weights and measures 


Scbeller said the pump was calibrated 


after each check and' a correction fac- 
tor" was applied in the mileage tests 


He said the two calibrations, eight

The North Platte pump never was 


checked officially by the Agriculture

but his assistants calibrations

The U S Senate and the House 


Agriculture Committee has approved 
legislation which would provide $84 
million in research and construction loan 
funds for four new alcohol plants, in- 
cluding one presumably in Nebraska 


The Nebraska Legislature voted 43-0 


Wednesday to increase the state gasobne 
tax reduction for gasohol users, from 3 to 
5?, or from $6 million to $20 million for 
the life of the plant, in Kendnck's judg- 
ment 


He has several concerns about the 


prospective plant and the future for gas- 
ohol and industnal alcohol 


• Existing plants have the capacity to 


produce alcohol for blending with gas- 
oline Five industnal alcohol plants are 
operating at only 17% capacity With ad- 
dition of distilleries, the industry is at 
about 55% of capacity 


• There has been no marketing study 
• To make alcohol and gasohol 


profitable, the alcohol plant must try to 
buy gram (milo is said to be the best 
starch source) at a low price, while 
farmers seek the highest price possible 
in order to make a profit This creates a 
conflict 


• Construction of the Nebraska plant, 


presumably one of four new facilities un- 
der the federal proposal, would flood the 
market with unneeded alcohol Primary 
industrial alcohol market is in the East, 
not the Midwest, and the overseas 
market has collapsed 


• It would take an entire year's 


production of the Nebraska ethanol to 
equal only eight days' supply of gasoline 
used in the state, barely making a dent in 
fuel consumption 


• Kendnck disputes a claim that the 


octane rating of gasohol would equal or 
surpass that of gasoline 
• ' It is not universally agreed on in 


the petroleum industry that the octane 
would be enhanced in actual on-the-road 
performance and/or that the worth of 
one octane number is as presented" by 
Dr William Scheller, Kendnck said in a 
recent report Scheller is a backer of 
gasohol in Nebraska 


"It is not universally agreed that gas- 


ohol will result in a 57c decrease in fuel 
consumption/ 1 Kendnck said. 
Redesigned engines alreadv are running 
with leaner gas mixes, he added He 
believes a 10% blend of ethanol and gas- 
oline would need about 3% more fuel to 
produce the total energy of a gallon of 
gasoline," 


More expenses most be added to any 


cost figures. Kendnck said, to cover 
marketing ethanol transportation to the 
blending site and other factors 


A report by outside consultants Stone 


and Webster submitted to the gasohol 
committee assumed 7 75 million bushels 
of milo would be required for one year's 
operdtion of the alcohol plant and that 
about 25 i of the grain used could come 
from 
damaged grain supplies 


That distressed grain is new blended 


with others and sold at full market price 


The pram trade seems to have serious 


reservations, as to whether this quantity 
of distressed gram can be obtained on a 
continual 20-jear basis 
Kendnck «aid 


The ag economist compared gram 


prices under several assumptions with 
crude oil selling at $11 $13 and $20 a 
barrel 'It is now abort $11 ) He used 
milo prices of from $1 50 to $2 50 a 
bushel 


He adjusted his figures for both the 


past 3? a gallon tax cut and the new 5$ 
rate and considered different assump- 
tions on miles per gallon with gasohol, 
for a 10 million or 20 million-gallon plant 


Kendnck concluded that, with few 


exceptions, only with the highest crude 
oil price as competition and with the 
higher subsidy could the plant be 
profitable, as gram prices fluctuate 


Even with the 5$ subsidy, he found net 


profit often would be negative or less 
than 1% if milo prices are above $150 a 
bushel at the ethanol plant 


The $150 and $2 milo purchase pnce 


actually is about 20 to 70$ below the cost 
of milo production, Kendnck said 
"Either the milo producers or the 
taxpayers must be asked to subsidize the 
difference in values," he said 


If the gram subsidy were added to the 


gas tax credit, he said, total state sub- 
sidy is $7 million or $185 million a year, 
depending upon gram pnces and other 
variables 


Kendnck said he used many of the 


same assumptions in making his 
judgments that gasohol consultants and 
the committee used 


This included the "residual method of 


accounting," a method upon which 
buyers and sellers disagree, he said 


That method, which adds in such 


things as assumed reduction in fuel con- 
sumption and benefits of increased oc- 
tane, tends to inflate the worth of 
ethanol, Kendnck said 


The process of assigning such 


"undeserved economic benefits" to 
make the item s value seem higher, he 
said, "is like shipping wheat overseas to 
stop a $10 million war, then assuming the 
wheat value is $10 a bushel" 


Scheller's figures, he said, assume the 


value of ethano! worth 32<? a gallon at the 
refinery rises to 85 5c a gallon when oc- 
tane, the tax, less fuel consumption and 
availability of more fuel are considered 


The ag economist said his figures and 


assumptions are conservative but still 
raise doubts about the project 


In a separate report in February, UNL 


extension economist Mike Turner 
alleged the then existing 3? gas tax credit 
"represents a potential $6 million reduc- 
tion in state funds for road construction, 
Scheller quickly disputed the point, 
saying Turner's figures are wrong 


to make up this loss, an increase in 


state sales and income tax is the most 
likely alternative. Turner said 


Nebraska surplus grains are needed 


for national and export markets, he 
added Turner questioned whether suf- 
ficient grain would be available for the 
ethanol plant 


His mtoor concern, Kendnck said 


repeatedly?is that the public should have 
a chance to decide if it wants to subsidize 
a profit-making ethanol plant 


Is such a plant economically feasible, 


based upon Kendnck's contacts with

Department of Trade espoused 


Washington - A legislator's life, says U.S. Sen. William 


V. Roth Jr., is "forever poised between a cliche and an in- 
discretion." 


There are some here who are wondering just where his 


new brainchild fits. 


But even his critics have learned never to underestimate 


the Delaware Republican, ranking minority member on the 
Senate Finance Committee's subcommittee on international 
trade. 


For that reason, what he espouses cannot be taken light- 


ly by Nebraska farmers, whose interests are tied tc what 
Roth proposes. 


The senator thinks the time is ripe for creation of a 


Department of International Trade and Investment, 
streamlining foreign trade and investment policy through 
centralization of the various and scattered decision-making 
points in the federal government. 


Into the new department he would lump the President's 


Office of Special Trade Representative, the Commerce 
Dept's business and export control functions, Treasury's 
antidumping, countervailing duties and customs administra- 
tion functions, and the trade agreements functions of the 
State Dept. 


Also to be umbrellaed into the 'new department as 


semiautonomous units to align their activities more closely 
with general U.S. trade policies and programs would be the 
Export-Import Bank and the Overseas Private Investment 
Corp. 


Roth is convinced this fundamental reorganization is 


necessary "to strengthen our nation's voice in the in- 
creasingly volatile international marketplace." 


He suspects that his proposal, to be introduced as 


legislation, will draw much opposition. Paradoxically, he 
also is concerned that he may not be heard or even taken 
seriously (to which his critics would respond, "fat chance"). 


Still a strange place 


"When I arrived in Washington 10 years ago, he said, "I 


found the Congress a strange place — and it still is. Nearly 
every day, members rise, address the chamber — nobody 
listens — and then everybody disagrees." 


Yet he feels he will prevail. He thinks he had better do 


so. 


"The fact is that we have suffered for years from an out- 


moded, ill-defined government apparatus for international 
trade. Indeed, for a long time it didn't appear to matter." 


The dollar, he notes, "was in its postwar glory; it 


appeared that our technology and trading advantages were 
unbeatable. And it didn't really matter how we managed." 


But things are different now. Roth stresses that "now we 


have entered a different era, an era of expanding technology 
and vigorous government-supported competition. We must 
act to coordinate and focus our strength or we will be out- 
guessed, outflanked and outmaneuvered by the competition. 


"Given this situation, we must meet the problem 


headon. We must institute a reorganization that will reach 
into each government department, agency, bureau and com- 
mission and reconstitute all of the appropriate units under 
one roof." 


Effective policy is goal 


The goal is to create an effective, coherent foreign trade 


policy. 


"By providing a clear locus of authority for decision 


making in international trade and investment policies, we 
will be strengthening this country's ability to be a tough 
bargainer in negotiations with our trading partners." 


Lest the Carter administration raise its hackles, Roth 


reminds that his plan "is consistent with the President's 
stated objectives to make government more responsible to 
the society it serves and consolidate governmental 
bureaucracy." 


The Delaware legislator firmly believes this kind of fun- 


damental revamping is needed to help promote U.S. exports 
and provide leverage at the bargaining table. 


"We seem to be truly at the edge of a new era, an era of 


unknown opportunities and perils, and era of hopes and 
threats," he said. "Nowhere is this truer than in the inter- 
national and economic areas." 


NU prof: use of The Pill, 
gums inflammation linked

A University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln dental school professor 
has discovered a correlation 
between the use of oral con- 
traceptives and inflammation 
of the gums. 


Dr. Kenneth L. Kalkwarf, 


associate professor of 
periodontics, will present a 
paper on the results of his 
research June 25 at the general 
session of the American 
Association for Dental 
Research in Las Vegas, Nev. 


Kalkwarf explained that 


gum inflammation, called 
gingivitis, is caused by 
bacteria in the mouth. 


Previous studies have shown 


that pregnant women have a 
higher index of gingivitis for 
tht same amount of mouth 
bacteria than nonpregnant 
women. The increase in 
gingivitis during pregnancy 


was linked to the greater 
amounts of the hormones 
progesterone and estrogen pre- 
sent in the body during 
pregnancy. 


Based on these studies, 


Kalkwarf reasoned that a 
similar increase in gingivities 
might be apparent in women 
taking progesterone and es- 
trogen in the form of birth con- 
trol pills. 


"The study showed a higher 


gingival inflammation index 
for individuals on contracep- 
tives," Kalkwarf said. The 
length of time and women bad 
been taking oral contracep- 
tives had no bearing. 


Kalkwarf received Ms Doc- 


tor of Dental Science degree 
from the University of 
Nebraska College of Dentistry 
in 1970 and Master of Science 
degree from NU in 1973.

Houston's success story shows 
zoning may be dinosaur of '70s

Houston — Westheimei 


Road, the main drag of 
Houston's booming Montrose 
section, is a wild melange of 
residences, artsy shops, homes 
turned into restaurants, ham- 
burger stands, banks and gas 
stations. 


Cheeck by jowl with Alma 


Robinson Antiques is a place 
called L'Amour, advertising 
"totally nude girls." Across 
the way is a Don's Le Patois, a 
fancy French restaurant; just 
down the street are the Happy 
Buddha Steak House and 
Phoenix Books. And within a 
block 
are 
chic new 


townhouses, restored garden 
apartments and duplexes. 


One can imagine the zoners 


and professional planners 
muttering abcut incompatible 
land uses." But that, 
Houstonians will tell you, is 
precisely the point. Virtually 
alone among major U.S. cities, 
Houston has no zoning, has 
never had zoning. So when the 
free market decides a 
declining older neighborhood 
like Montrose is ready for in- 
vestment and revival, there 
are no encumbrances: the 
money can flow, the city can 
be recycled. 


Houston urban planner Dick 


Bjornseth recommends that 
planners across the nation, 
who have long disdained 
Houston and its lack of con- 
trols, stop telling Houston "to 
get in step with the rest of the 
country and get in touch with 
us instead." 


The idea of junking zoning, 


the accepted method of urban 
land use control from coast to 
coast, is something of a 


shocker. But the nonzoning 
gospel, 
developed 
by 


Bjornseth, author Bernard 
Siegan and others, deserves a 
careful hearing. 


Zoning, they argue, is 


responsible for a host of evils: 


— Inflated housing costs. By 


artificially limiting the 
amount of land available for 
apartments, zoning restricts 
the supply and thus increases 
the costs for renters. The same 
applies to single-family 
houses: by limiting housing 
density, zoning forces larger 
lots than the market would de- 
mand, again forcing up prices 
for the consumer. 


— Dull, monotonous housing 


developments. 
Zoning 


regulations force uniform 
height of buildings and specify 
to the minutest detail set- 
backs, square footages, side 
yard distances and the like. 
But in a nonzoned city, there's 
far more competition; a 
developer has to pay more 
attention to aesthetics, in- 
cluding landscaping and 
overall visual appeal, to res- 
pond to the requirements of the 
marketplace and the housing 
consumer. 


— Urban sprawl and energy 


waste. Zoning makes it far 
more difficult to recycle low 
density residential areas of 
older inner cities into 
apartments and townhouses 
that accommodate more 
residents. In the suburbs, it 
forces 
larger-than-necessary 


house lots. As a result, the city 
spreads out faster than 
necessary; people live farther 
from work than they need to, 
and enormous energy waste 
results. 


Omaha union okays pact

In separate negotiations. 


Local 21 of the International 
Association of Bridge, Struc- 
tural & Ornamental Iron 
Workers rejected a proposed 
three-year contract from the 
Omaha Building Contractors 
Employers Assn. 


— Unnecessary bureaucracy 


and regulation. Writing zoning 
plans and trying to enforce 
them requires immense 
bureaucracies that strapped 
local governments can ill af- 
ford. Every parcel of land, 
whether vacant or improved, 
must be classified. The result 
is often an administrative 
nightmare. 


— Politics and graft. A really 


sound zoning plan, taking into 
account every factor of 
changing 
consumer 


preference, equity, future 
economic trends and needs of a- 
city is a virtual impossibility. 
So planners have to operate 
largely on guesswork. And that 
assumes they are left along to 
mediate and contemplate — 
which they are not. Because 
there's simply too much 
money and power at stake, 
powerful economic interests 
intervene. 


— Prejudice against the 


poor and minorities. Through 
such devices as one- and two- 
acre lot requirements, surbur- 
ban zoning is a monument to 
racial and economic dis- 
crimination. Court challenges 
to exclusionary zoning have 
begun to succeed — but change 
is glacially slow. 


City zoning, too, often 


represents some middle-class 
planner's idea of the good 
society and ignores poor and 
blue collar people's needs — to 
have close by factories and 
other places of work, grocery 
and hardware stores and 
neighborhood pubs, to get their 
own start in business with a 
"ma and pa" store on the 
ground floor of their 
residences. 


In rundown city areas, 


zoning may protect — at least 
temporarily — poor tenants 
from eviction when a 
developer casts covetous eyes 
on their area. But even in 
zoned cities, urban renewal 


causes such evictions. The 
answer lies in providing alter- 
native housing, not land use 
freezes that stop economically 
beneficial recycling of the city 
(including new job oppor- 
tunities and bolstering the tax 
base). 


Many people say zoning is 


needed to stop factories in the 
midst of quiet neighborhoods. 
Houston's heavy industry, 
however, congregates along 
major highways, waterways 
and railroad lines — as in- 
dustry does everywhere. There 
are a few eyesore exceptions, 
but gas stations and auto 
repair shops and fast food 
operations generally seek out 
heavily traveled roads, leaving 
purely residential areas alone. 


Land use controls are 


doubtless vital for floodplains, 
for areas of natural beauty and 
rural areas imperiled by urban 
sprawl. But do we need across- 
the-board city zoning? The 
Houston success story is 
strong enough to suggest that 
zoning may be the land use 
dinosaur of the '70s.

House 


Auto Pollution. In a major victory for the auto industry, 


the House voted to delay some auto exhaust standards for 
two years and to cancel others. The deadline was set in an 
amendment to the Clean Air Act of 1970. 


Supporters of easing standards argued the delay 


was necessary because the auto industry couid not 
meet the existing standards for 1978 model cars. 


Opponents said the auto Industry already could 


have met the tougher standards if It really wanted to.

African Aid. By a 204-208 vote, the House refused to 


shelve a proposed $100 million African Special Requirements 
Fund to aid African states affected by the civil strife in 
Rhodesia. 


Supporters of eliminating the special aid to Africa 


argued the fund would involve the United States in a 
foreign conflict, undermine efforts to resolve the 
Rhodesian crisis peacefully and assist Mozambique 
and other Marxist governments. 


Opponents of shelving the special aid said the fund 


would provide final assistance to those African states 
whose rail lines and other economic channels have 
been disrupted by the conflict in Rhodesia.

Senate 


Food Stamps. By a 31-64 vote, the Senate voted to make 


food stamps free. The vote was against an amendment to 
restore the provision in current law which requires food 
stamp recipients to pay cash for a portion of their coupon 
allotment. 


Supporters of free food stamps argued the 


"poorest of the poor" could not participate in the 
program because they are unable to get together the 
cash necessary to buy food stamps. Also, they said, 
doing away with cash transactions would eliminate a 
lot of the fraud in the program. 


Opponents argued free food stamps would greatly 


increase the cost of the program and would change 
food stamps from a nutrition program to a welfare 
giveaway because recipients would no longer have to 
spend a certain amount of their income on food. 


Voting to retain charges for food stamps: Curtis (R). 
Voting not to retain charges for food stamps: Zorinsky 


(D). 


Wheat Price Supports. By a 46-50 vote, the Senate 


rejected a farm bill amendment that would have cut the sup- 
port price for the 1977 wheat crop to ?2.65 a bushel, instead of 
?2.90. 


Supporters of cutting wheat support price said the 


administration opposed the top price as being too 
expensive and that President Jimmy Carter would 
veto the entire farm bill because of it. They claimed the 
S2.90 level would bust the congressional budget, 
because it would raise the agriculture part of the 
budget above levels already approved by Congress. 


Opponents said U.S. wheat farmers are in serious 


financial trouble because a huge surplus has caused 
wheat prices to plummet. Without a higher support 
price, they said, many wheat farmers will go bankrupt. 
They argued It is more important to keep American 
agriculture healthy and that budgets could always be 
adjusted later.

repay Dr. G.H. Schulte for 64 
years of community service. 


"They've got some kind a 


doin's planned for me, but I 
think they're all going to a lot 
ol tuss," the red-hairpd 89- 
year-old veterinarian said. 
That "iuss" is the "Man of the 
Century" award and a full- 
scale celebration. 


Schulte, "Doc" to his 


Inends. came to Wynot as a 
larm hand right after the turn 
of the century. He started his 
veterinary practice in 1913, 
three years before he received 
his degree. "I guess I was a 
quack all that time . . . you 
sure couldn't get away with 
that these days," he said. 


••Doc" has pitched right in 


and "pulled a lot of calves and, 
saved a lot of sick animals." 
He also managed to serve on 
the town board, the school 
board, the volunteer fire 
department and the Highway 
12 Association. 


"Folks say I'm responsible 


lor bnngm' the highway to 
town, and I'm glad I could do 
it." he said. "After the 
railroad pulled out, this town 
could've died without a good 
road," he added. 


The St. Louis-born Schulte 


also found time to serve in 
WWI, and work for the 
Roosevelt 
administration 


"buying starving cattle in 
western Nebraska" during the 
Dirty Thirties. Armed with a 
veterinary medicine degree 
(earned in 1916) he "did pretty 
well (financially) at first." 


Bank problems of the Twen- 


ties and Thirties dried up his 
savings. "There was plenty of 
practice, but not much money 
in 
those 
days," Doc 


remembers, but he said the 
government work helped him 
get by. 


Schulte made his rounds by 


horse and buggy "when the 
roads were good." In bad 
weather he had to rely on his 
horse, sometimes "plum all 
the way to Niofarara (a dis-.

The moral education trick 
National surveys show Americans think there should be 


moral education in the public schools, says Ronald Brandt, 
Lincoln associate superintendent for instruction. 


The trick is how to present moral issues without im- 


posing someone's judgments or creating conflicts with 
religious or family beliefs. 


Lincoln public schools have held staff seminars to pre- 


sent views on moral education. School officials have not 
determined if and how morarjudgments and values can be' 
incorporated into the curriculum. 


In many respects, good teachers have been offering 


"morai education" for years. They present alternatives, and 
discuss current issues or ethical-unethical situations, then 
let the student decide under careful direction. 


Harvard's magnetic, outspoken Lawrence Kohloerg 


began the whole "moral education" movement a few years 
ago Kohlberg, who can be shy one moment and driving the 
next does not try to impose judgments on anyone. He simply 
argues that there are five or six stages or levels of reasoning 
a person develops, and at those stages one can be assisted in 
working out a complex problem. 
' 


In a recent issue of "Educational Leadership", the jour- 


nal of the Assn. for Supervision and Curriculum Develop- 
ment Brandt interviewed another leader in the field. He is 
Edwin Fenton, director of the Carnegie-Mellon Education 
Center in Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Civic education project 
Pittsburgh schools are involved in a "civic education" 


project. It includes improvement of intellectual or inquiry 
skills, writing, reading, listening, self-worth, and 
democratic values. 


Brandt and Fenton discussed the stages proposed by 


Kohlbarg at which a student is supposed to be able to unders- 
tand increasingly complex arguments. Brandt asked Fenton 
if there are any differences between men and women on the 
Kohlberg stages of reasoning. 


Fenton said generally that men tend to think at higher 


stages than women, unless they are in the same profession. 


"The reasons are fairly obvious," he said. "American 


society has placed women in positions where they don't get 
as much opportunity to develop higher stages of thought," 
Fenton told Brandt in the national magazine. "What it really 
indicates is that this is a sexist society." 


But Fenton notes that one who thinks at a higher stage is 


not necessarily a better person. Such a person "can be 
humorless and vicious and nasty," Fenton said. 


To encourage reasoning, Fenton said, teachers must be 


flexible and encourage interaction among students. They 
face immediate problems because a class may include 
students at several different stages of the reasoning process. 


Teachers, Fenton said, often are classified at the lower 


levels of reasoning stages themselves. But they can help 
students sort out dilemmas. 


In his citizenship approach, Fenton told Brandt, "the 


idea is to find out how a .better conception of justice 
emerges." 


If moral education means more than simply parroting 


the pledge of allegiance without understanding it, or instruc- 
tion means more than listing and memorizing facts, then it 
would seem that moral education can and should be 
developed in Lincoln or other cities without treading on 
religious beliefs. This, of course, takes a good teacher and a 
carefully-devised approach.

have done it to Ann Landers again. 


A few months ago, she asked her 


readers whether they would have 
children if they had it to do over again. 
More than 70% said "No." 


A survey conducted for The Sunday 


Journal and Star asked the same ques- 
tion, and the results could hardly have 
been more different. Full 95% of Lincoln- 
area parents said "Yes." 


Recently, Miss Landers decided to ask 


another personal question: If you had it 
to do over again, would you marry the 
person to whom you are now married? 


When the results were in, marriage 


fared little better than children. Among 
the 50,000 readers who responded, 70% 
didn't identify themselves. "No" was the 
answer of 52%. 


The results of the signed mail: 70% 


"Yes," 30% "No." 


Undaunted, we perservered and 


followed up. 


Apparently marital bliss is uniquely 


part of the Good Life. Of the 229 local 
marrieds questioned, 91% answered 
"Yes." Just 5% said "No" and 4% were 
undecided. 


But beware the future, for it was the 


youngest spouses who voiced the most 
doubt — 13% of people ages 18 to 24 had 
reservations about their mates. 


It was the people in the 45-64 age group 


who had most clearly made up their 
minds they were dissatisfied, but still 
only 97o of them said "No." 


Everyone 65 and older would do it 


again. Once you've stayed together that 
long . . . 


The people with the highest and lowest 


incomes (for richer, for poorer, the 


ceremony says) professed the greatest 
satisfaction with their connubial choice. 
More than one in 10 of middle-income 
respondents appeared to be having some 
second thoughts. 


People classing themselves as political 


independents stood out in the polling as 
well. One-fourth of them said they would 
not marry the same person again. 


Whether either sampling of public opi- 


nion reveals anything about how happy 
American marriages are or whether the 
divorce rate will continue to climb is 
questionable. 


Even Miss Landers acknowledged in 


her column that the strong "No" votes in 
both her surveys may have resulted 
because "the negatives had a stronger 
compulsion to write than the affir- 
matives." 


The other side of that coin may ac- 


count for the overwhelmingly positive 
vote in the local telephone survey con- 
ducted March 21-22 exclusively for The 
Sunday Journal and Star by SRI Com- 
munity Response Inc. of Lincoln. 


In attempting to explain the striking 


differences between the results of her 
first survey and those of polls taken by 
the news media, Miss Landers wrote: 


"When (a respondent) gets a call from 


a newspaper or a radio station and is 
asked to respond to a question of that 
nature — even though they are told, 'We 
don't need to know your name' or 'This 
is strictly confidential' — they fear that 
their identity might be revealed.

Fritz and Marsha Vernon don't 


think that their home is particularly 
spectacular. It's an ordinary- 
looking, three-bedroom 
yellow 


ranch house a few miles west of Lin- 
coln. 


But there is a big difference 


between the Vernons' house and 
their neighbors' homes. 


The monthly total of the Vernons' 


utility bills this winter was. just $50. 
That's right. $50. Some of their 
neighbors paid almost $200 a month 
for electricity alone. 


Fritz Vernon knows a lot about his 


neighbors' homes. He built and lived 
in the three surrounding houses — a 
large A-frame, an unusual split roof 
design with a natural wood exterior 
and an earlier ranch house. 


His current house is the first he 


built with energy conservation as a 
goal. It looks like the part-time 
home builder, full-time Lincoln 
fireman has been at least as 
successful as some professional con- 
tractors. 


Armed with a few ideas from 


building books, Vernon last May 
began building a 1.750-square-foot 
house in the rolling hills near 
Conestoga Lake using these energy- 
saving concepts: 


—Extra insulation began from the 


bottom up. Footings for the concrete 
slab on which the bouse is built were 
dug three feet below ground level 
and insulated. 


—The framework was buUt of 


two-by-sixes rather than the usual 
two-by-fours. "Wood is the best in- 
sulation, but it's expensive," Vernon 
says. 


—The ceiling insulation is 12 in- 


ches, compared to the typical 3H to 
6 inches. And there's extra insula- 
tion in the walls. 


"Thus house has the maximum in- 


sulation." he says. "Even the people 
who sell insulation will tell you any 
more won't do any good." 


—The house faces south, and 


almost all windows are on that side 
to take advantage of natural solar 


house

heating. There are few windows 
facing cold north winter winds. Win- 
dows are all double-pane glass, with 
a layer of air between for additional 
insulation. 


—A blanket of polyurethane 


plastic wraps the house, just 
beneath the interior drywall. 


—The doors also do their part. 


They're insulated with an interior 
layer of styrofoam. The doors are 
expensive, but Vernon notes they 
are a one-time expense, unlike elec- 
tricity. 


—Black shingles were used for 


their characteristic heat holding. 
Summer could make things hot 
around the house, which is not air- 
conditioned. Vernon thinks adequate 
cross-ventilation, the nearness of 
the small lake and almost constant 
gentle breezes through the treeless 
area will take care of that. 


"Five or 10 years from now, if you 


nave a bouse with air conditioning. 
you're really going to be 
somebody," Vernon predicts. "It's 
going to be prohibitively expensive 
to run." 


—Still to be completed are exten- 


sive caulk. <g and sealing of win- 
dows and doors. 


—The Vernons returned to 


yesteryear for what might be the 
home's best hedge against the Arab 
oil sheiks — a large wood stove. It's 
a Hottentot, at least 50 years old. 
that they found in an antique store 


The stove huddles in a brick nook 


in one corner of the living room It 
puts out enough heal to keep the 
large room and the adjoining coun- 
try kitchen cozy. 


The wood-burner allowed the Ver-

nons to keep their thermostat set at 
60 degrees all winter. Their furnace 
got a long rest because the inside 
temperature rarely fell below 65 
degrees. 


The Vernons and their children, 


three-year-old Tarrence and 10- 
year-old Ursula, have made some 
energy-saving changes in their 
lifestyle, too. They wear warmer 
clothes indoors, use the clothes 
dryer less by hanging wash to dry 
outdoors or in spare space inside 
and using a time-saving microwave 
oven for cooking. 


And while they had a heart start 


on conservation (they get water 
from their own well, have a private 
sewer system and cut their own free 
firewood), their pains have paid off. 
About 80? worth of propane a day 
takes care of cooking, heating and 
hot water. Electricity for lighting, 
running appliances and pumping 
water costs 95? a day. Both figures 
are averages since December. 


The house proves that practicality 


doesn't have to be unattractive. The 
inside is done in shades of brown, 
green, gold and blue, with shag 
carpeting. The high-ceilinged living 
room, furnished traditionally, is one 
step down from the large kitchen, 
which includes an antique wooden 
icebox that belonged to Mrs. Ver- 
non's grandparents and an oak 
pedestal table. 


The tub in the main bathroom is 


raised on a platform covered with 
cedar. The large bath's ceiling also 
is cedar. 


Vernon estimates he spent $35,000 


on the house, not counting his labor. 
Once when the house was on the 
market, a real estate agent put a 
$49,000 price on it.

War 


Rohman 
dedicated 
to arts

The state of the arts is great in 


Nebraska. 


That assessment comes from 


Lorraine Rohman, who has served on 
some 10 boards related to the arts in 
Lincoln, Omaha and Brownville. 


"The arts are terrific in Omaha and 


Lincoln. The rest of the state has some 
catching up to do," she said. But, "the 
richest resources are in the more pop- 
ulated areas of the state and Lincoln 
has done an astonishing job." 


Nebraska receives more funds per 


capita from the National Endowment 
for the Arts than almost any other 
state, she said. "It's simply because 
the National Endowment feels the 
programs here are worth that kind of 
support." 


She is willing to spend time and effort 


as an unpaid volunteer because "I 
couldn't understand a life that wasn't 
full of things to do," she said. "There 
are some of us who don't need to be 
paid and we have an obligation to do the 
jobs that need to be done." 


And, she said, "I don't believe in 


being a figurehead. I never accept a job 
unless it is something I want to do and 
feel I can do well." 


She is, she said, "thoroughly and 


completely dedicated to the Nebraska 
Art Assn. and Sheldon Gallery." Mrs. 
Rohman served as president of the 
Nebraska Art Assn. for two years. 


She also has done volunteer work for 


the Lincoln Symphony and served as a 
member of the University of Nebraska 
at Omaha College of Fine Arts Ad- 
visory Council. 


Mrs. Rohman, the newly elected vice 


president of the Omaha Opera, grew up 
in Omaha. Interest in the arts was a 
natural for her, she said, because her 
grandparents and parents considered 
the arts "a natural part of our en- 
vironment." 


She supports Omaha Opera because, 


she said, it is unique and belongs to the 
whole state. 


Likewise, she has a deep involvement 


with and commitment to Brownville 
because "it is absolutely unique in the 
whole state. There is nothing remotely 
similar." 


The priority in Brownville is restora- 


tion, she said. She and her husband. 
Carl, have completely restored a 
Brownville home known as the 


Lorraine Rohman 


Cogswell house, which was built in 1865 
by a former Brownvilte mayor. 


It is believed that a trap door in the 


living room connected to a tunnel 
leading to the riverbank was used to 
transport freed slaves in the un- 
derground railway during the Civil 
War. "We can't authenticate it but the 
tunnel is there and toe trap door is 
there," sbe said. 


By examining old records, talking to 


old residents and research, the 
Rohmans restored toe boose to make it 
not only livable but as much like it 
would have looked 100 years ago as 


possible. When they bought it four 
years ago, the dwelling was without 
water, heat or electricity. The floors 
were rotted and the roof had caved in. 


Mrs. Rohman has served as presi- 


dent of the Brownville Fine Arts Assn. 
for two years and as treasurer of the 
historical section of the Brownville 
Community Council. Sbe also has 
received the Brownville Builders 
Award. 


Mrs. Rohman enjoys housework, gar- 


dening, canning, traveling and writing. 
The Rohmans have four children 
ranging in age from 19 to 23.

Choosing a cuddly pet * 
can get you in dog house

Sometimes picking a puppy can be 


rrrrruff. They seem so cute. Big eyes. 
Wagging tail. Licky, sniffy faces. Black, 
wet nose. But before choosing between 
puppy one, two or three, take a closer 
look. 


Are the big eyes watering excessively? 


Is the licky tongue a good, pink color? 
Will the teeth in that little mouth want to 
bite mailmen, paperboys and children? 


Although it's a hard to ignore the pup- 


py's cuddly, cuteness, that shouldn't be 
the only criteria when buying a pet. Cute 
puppies can grow up to be not-so-cute 
dogs. 


More pets are bought on impulse than 


any other way, according to Lincoln 
veterinarian, Dr. Ralph Ebers. It's wise 
to buy a pet in the same cautious mariner 
you would purchase a car, for example, 
but emotions often get the best of pet 
buyers. 


You can't test the air conditioning, tire 


tread or honk the horn of a dog, but you 
can get a good idea about its health, 
temperament and size before finalizing 
the sale. 


Check out the puppies' surroundings. 


Since there are only a few Lincoln pet 
shops many people purchase dogs from 
family breeders. If the puppy and pen 
are neat and clean, it's a good guess they 
have been well attended. 


If possible, get a one or two day 


written guarantee on the health of the 


animal. That will give you a chance to 
take it to the vet and have a general in- 
spection and puppy immunizations. 


When accepting a guarantee, whether 


it concerns health, breed or registration 
of the dog, remember it's based on the 
seller's promises to stand behind the 
animal. Buy from a reputable dog 
dealer, someone you know or a friend of 
a friend. 


Cost will vary when buying a dog, but. 


remember there is more money involved 
than just the purchase price. Trips to the 
vet for yearly immunizations, dog food, 
overnights at the kennel, groomings and 
possible spaying or neutering can be 
added to the future cost checklist. 


As important as the health of the 


animal, according to Dr. Ebers, is its 
temperament. There's no positive check 
to see if it will be good with children or 
easy to house train, but heredity is an in- 
dicator. 


Examine the puppy's mother. 


Although she may be protective of her 
pups, if the owner is nearby she probably 
will feel secure and friendly. Ask about 
her reaction to children or other pets. 


It's best, but usually not possible, to 


see both the sire and dame of the litter. 
In pet stores, when neither is on hand, 
ask the store owner if he is familiar with 
the breeder. 


If a purebred dog takes your fancy, 


find out about the breed before paying a 
large sum for the puppy. lu'ureeuing in 


registered dogs may cause skittishness 
or other traits. Read up on the breed 
before buying. Generally a local branch 
of the American Kennel Club (AKC) can 
inform you of specific breeders in the 
area. 


Dr. Ebers suggested that all future pet 


owners think ahead three or four years. 
"It's a throw away society," he said. 
"Till death do us part is not a vow 
owners take with their pets." Frequently 
changes in economics, mobility, marital 
status or housing force owners to give up 
their pets. Free time, fam.ily habits and 
children also should be a consideration. 


However contrary to the myth "you 


can't teach an old dog new tricks," 
middle-aged dogs often adjust easily to 
new families if owners are forced to 
abandon them. 


The old rule about a big dog in a small 


place still holds true. Unless the owner is 
willing to take it for frequent outings, it's 
bound to feel couped up. 


Dog breeds, like everything else, are 


faddish. Cocker spaniels, for example, 
were very popular 20 years ago. Dr. 
Ebers cited Irish setters, afghan hounds 
and doberman pinschers as breeds seen 
frequently today. 


Dr. Ebers warned against treating 


dogs too much like humans. 


"Dogs deserve to be treated as dogs," 


he said. They are followers, not leaders 
when it comes to structuring their lives. 


And who wouldn't want a dog's life?

Can people change God? 
Process theology discussed here 


By Anita Fussell 
For a significant number of 


Christians, the notion of an un- 
changing, unchangeable God is 
crumbling. 


Process thought, the move- 


ment most responsible for this 
theological about-face, has 
slowly gained momentum the 
last half century in Protestant 
and Roman Catholic scholarly 
circles. Currently about a 
dozen published theologians 
work within the movement's 
affirmation that whatever is 
real is in process. 


And now, process theology 


has come to Lincoln. Over 
Tuesday morning breakfasts, 
eight United Methodist 
ministers are digging into 
Charles Hartshorne's "A 
Natural Theology for Our 
Time," which applies the 
categories of process thought 
to the Judeo-Christian faith. 


The going is understandably 


tough. Close reasoning always 
is. "But God made us with 
minds," said discussion leader 
Merle Zook, Lincoln District 
superintendent. 
"It's 


blasphemous not to be willing 
to use them,'' 


Process theologians point 


out that defining reality in 
terms of "process" rather 
than "being" not only fits the 
modern scientific worldview 
but also the biblical view of 
God. 


The God of the Bible actively 


participates in the events of 
history and responds to the 
needs of humans. The God of 
Jesus responds to the world 
with the love of a father. 


"Process philosophy fits in 


with the biblical covenants, the 
identification of God with his 
people," said Stan Fry of South 
Gate Church. 


"If you view the Old and 


New Testaments in terms of 
process, you have a way of 
talking about them together," 
added Norman Kauble of 
Southminster Church. 


Process theology stems from 


the pioneering work of Alfred 
North Whitehead, an English 
mathematician. After retiring 
at 65, he began a brilliant 
career in philosophy at Har- 
vard. Other intellectual 
ancestors include William 
James and Henri Bergson. 


Some modern thinkers of the 


movement, 
besides 


Hartshorne of the University 
of Texas, include John Cobb of 
Southern California School of 
Theology at Claremont; Nor- 
man Pittenger of Kings 
College, Cambridge, England; 
and the French paleontologist, 
Fr. Pierre Teilhard de Char- 
din. 


One of process tbeologys 


strengths is its role of 
peacemaker in the historic 
battles between religion and 
science. It presents an in- 
tegrated worldview, complete 
with an empirical theory of 
knowledge, a contextual theory 
of values and cosmology based 
on a living God. 


What traditional theologians 


— of whatever stripe — find 
hard to accept is process 
theology's insistence that God 
changes and grows, that he is 
enriched by his experience of 


the world and its parts. 


How can humans possibly 


affect God? Hartshorne uses 
the analogy of the knower and 
the known. A person's 
awareness of a tree, he says, 
changes the person but not the 
tree. So God, who is supremely 
aware of us, is changed by us 
through 
his 
superior 


awareness. 


According to process 


theology, the world's purpose 
is realized in the open-ended 
adventure of God. He 
preserves 
meaning, 


experiences tragedy and 
transforms it through his love, 
which is the ultimate force in 
the universe. 


Such a view, say its 


adherents, is a vindication of 
the faith of ordinary Christians 
who have always believed that 
God can somehow be changed 
by such human acts as prayer. 


Commented Jim Keyser of 


Trinity Church, "It's 
really 


important what you do when 
you believe you're influencing 
God ... God "is affected by 
your actions, which is a power- 
ful thing." 


"Prayer has far more 


meaning in process theology," 
added Loren Mullins of Warren 
Church. "If I am a part of God, 
personally, he is more impor- 
tant to me." 


The ministers have their 


differences with process 
theology. Kauble noted the 
"process brings God so close, 
there's a danger of losing the 
distinction" between his divine 
adventure and our creaturely 
cocreation with him. 


"I don't know at the moment 


whether I agree or disagree 
with process theology," said 
Zook. "But the purpose in 
studying a system is not to 
agree or disagree with it, but 
to understand it." 


Dialogue held among 
three diverse faiths

relations between them have 
been fraught with tension, mis- 
understanding and perhaps 
even mutual hatred. 


Much of the basis for the 


May dialogue between the 
three faiths was, of course, 
their common heritage. 


Monika Hellwig, associate 


professor of theology at 
Georgetown University, un- 
derlined four "common points 
ofdepature": "Our shared un- 
derstanding ot the one God," 
the assumption that history 
has a goal in the salvation not 
only of the human spirit but the 
world, the vocation or 
choseness of the community, 
and the common heritage of 
"Biblical lore and spiritual 
ancestors." 


She suggested that an on- 


going dialogue between the 
three faiths might begin by 
exploring the biblical notion of 
the covenant or alliance of God 
with the people. 


There were no theological 


breakthroughs at Graymoor. 
Tensions and 
misunderstan- 


dings still remain. 


It is significant, however, 


that the long overdue dialogue 
has been initiated.

TM not effective 


Storrs, Conn. (AP) — An 


experimental 
study at the 


University of Connecticut has 
concluded there is no clear 
evidence that transcendental 
meditation — TM — has any 
therapeutic effects in the first 
two months of practice. 


That was the length of a 


comparative study of 61 
students assigned either to a 
TM course, a training program 
in muscle relaxation or a con- 
trol group receiving no treat- 
ment, by David C. Zuroff'for a 
master's thesis. He examined 
the effects of TM on muscle 
relaxation, anxiety, maladjust- 
ment and drug use.

measurement techniques.

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Omaha North 
star naturally 
skillful, shy

Omaha — There's an obvious reason 


why Mike McGee, Omaha North's 
basketball wonder-worker, is so skilled, 
yet so quiet — heredity. 


"His father's not a talker either. Even 


his grandfather had little to say," Mike's 
mother, Mae, says, explaining the 1977 
Nebraska High School Athlete of the 
Year's off-court shyness. 


McGee, the first single-sport athlete 


selected in the 27 years of the Sunday 
Journal and Star award, also comes by 
his on-court abilities naturally. 


His father, Alfred, 6-3, averaged 25 


points a game at Dixie High School in 
Tyler, Tex. His mother, 5-11, averaged 
about the same to earn a full four-year 
basketball scholarship to Butler College 
in Tyler. 
• 


It was purely by accident that the 


McGees ended up in Nebraska where 
Mike has become the state's leading 
Class A scorer ever, twice this 
newspaper's Player of the Year, 
beneficiary of a Michigan scholarship 
and possessor of a passionate desire to 
play in the National Basketball Assn. 
someday. 


Mike was only two-months-old when 


his mother, now a second grade teacher 
at Omaha's Laura Dodge Elementary 
School, visited five of her brothers in 
Omaha. 


Deciding opportunity was better here 


than in Tyler, the McGee family prompt- 
ly moved, meaning Nebraska's one 
possible great claim to basketball fame 
cannot even be called a native. 


Little matter though. Although Mike 


defected to Michigan's high-powered 
program, Nebraskans who have 
marveled at his magician-like skills are 
likely to continue claiming him as one of 
their own. 


Alfred and Mae McGee certainly will, 


no matter how precarious the future. 
They've collected a treasure chest of 
memories but it was only in the last two 
years that his play became so flawless 
and awe-inspiring. 


"I think the funniest thing that 


happened to Mike was in the fourth 
grade," his mother recalls. "He told us 
he was going to be a starter in a square 
dance show out at the Crossroads. So we 
had to buy him a uniform — a shirt with 
big, puffed sleeves and one of those cow- 
boy ties. 


"Well, he was just a substitute and his 


only motive was to get a new outfit out of 
the deal. The funny thing is one kid got 
sick and couldn't participate, so Mike 
filled in. He was so bad. Every time the 
rest of the dancers were up, he was 
down. When they were down, he was up. 
We thought we'd never quit laughing." 


It wasn't so funny to Mike. 
"Every since grade school, Mike has 


taken any responsibility he's had 
seriously," his mother says. "You should 
have seen him in Safety Patrol when be 
was a third grader at Lake Elementary. 
He meant business." 


Mrs. McGee still remembers how 


Mike played a favorite family game, 
"Ker-Plunk," where the object was to 
keep marbles from shooting down a tube 
by pulling the right straws. 


"Mike's sisters (Sandra, a junior this 


fall at Kansas State University, and 
Damita, a junior-to-be at North High). 
would pull a straw and not worry about 
it," Mae recalls. "Mike? Sometimes, 
he'd 
sit and concentrate 15 minutes 


before he'd pull the wrong straw." 


Failure wasn't a popular word in young 


Mike's vocabulary. When he was nine, he 
journeyed across town to South Omaha 
to try boxing. 


"The only thing he liked about it was 


when time ran out on the clock," his 
mother says, adding: "He's never put on 
a pair of gloves since." 


Ironically, football was going to be 


Mike's athletic key to the future until the 
summer between bis sophomore and 
junior years. 


"I was a split end on the varsity as a 


sophomore," he says, "but I improved a 
lot in basketball that summer, so I 
couldn't see getting hurt by dudes who 
were getting too big and too rough for 
me. 


"Besides," he adds, "most of the older 


dudes around here play basketball. Yon 
could never get anyone to play football. 
You'd call 'em up and they wouldn't 
draw. But throw a basketball on the 
court and watch everyone come out of 
the woodwork." 


Basketball has consumed thousands of 


hours in Mike's life. Just a few blocks 
from the family borne on No. 40th Ave. is 
a heavily-used court in FonteneOe Park. 


"I'd ran borne from school as fast as 1 


could, so I could change clothes and be 
the first one there," Mike recalls. "No 
one would want to go home ior supper 
because you'd lose your spot We'd play 
until 10 o'dock almost every night" 


Summers were a bonus for the 


neighborhood's basketball fanatics. 
Using lights from an adjacent baseball 
diamond and an A&W stand across the 
street, games sometimes stretched past 
11 o'clock. 


Those long hours of perfecting his shot 


did not pay immediate dividends. After 
McGee scored only 60 points for North 
his sophomore season, he loooght about 
transferring to Tech, accwnding to Eddie 
Jones, one of his closest friends. 


"I tried to talk him into it and be

Talent spread evenly in 61st Indy 500

Indianapolis — In the litany of the In- 


dianapolis 500 auto race it is de rigeur to 
rank A. J. Foyt as the favorite. But in the 
61st running of the race Sunday on In- 
dianapolis Motor Speedway, of' Super 
Tex is just about swallowed up in an 
array of strong competitors. This year 
the best drivers and equipment are so 
closely matched that there are no 
favorites. At least 12 drivers have an 
excellent chance to win. 


And as though the subordination of 


A.J. were not enough, there will be 
another novelty in the race when it 
begins at 11 a.m. Eastern Standard Time 
(noon E.D.T.). For the first time the 
field will include a woman driver, Janet 
Guthrie, a physicist and a graduate of 
sports car road racing, who candidly 
acknowledges that her chances of win- 
ning are "slim." 


Tony Hulman, the 78-year-old presi-

Drivers get slight break on temperatures 


Indianapolis (UPI) - Weathermen 


Saturday isued, then withdrew, a 
forecast calling for the hottest race day 
in the history of the Indianapolis 500. 


A report calling for temperatures of 


92 or higher was replaced late in the 
afternoon by a forecast of partly cloudy, 
warm and humid with a race time 
temperature around 80, climbing into the 
upper 80s during the race. 


The special forecast also called for a 


30 per cent chance of afternoon 
thunderstorms and southerly winds 
around 10 miles per hour. 


In the 1953 race, held on a day 


described as the "hottest race day in 20 
years," the temperature on the then all- 
brick surface reached 130 degrees. There 
were 15 relief drivers in the race, most 


of th "r: getting into the cockpits because 
the starting drivers could go no further 
in the heat Only 12 of the 33 starting cars 
were running when the winner crossed 
the finish line. 


Driver Carl Scarborough died from 


heat prostration. He was lifted from the 
cockpit unconscious and died two hours 
later. 


The temperature on the new asphalt 


surface of the track could reach 150 
degrees during the race. In 1975, when 
the temperature climbed only to 85 
degrees, the track temperature reached 
150 degrees. 


The heat on the racing surface might 


contribute to a record number of pit 
stops for tire changes. It's likely the cars 
may have to stop about every 25 laps 


anyhow to take on fuel since they are 
limited to 40-gallon tanks and are 
expected to average about 1.8 miles per 
gallon. 


But it is likely they also will change 


tires on every pit stop since the 
excessive heat causes the tires to soften 
up and lose their conformation at racing 
speed. 


The most pit stops ever made by a 


winner is 11 by Bobby Unser in 1975 when 
the race was stopped after 174 laps. 


There appears no chance that rain, 


which has halted the race short of its 
scheduled 200 laps three times in the last 
four years, would force a quick conclu- 
sion Sunday. The event, scheduled to 
start at noon EDT, is expected to last 
about three hours.

All but 
Sneva have won before, but Sneva had 
the fastest qualifying speed, 198.884 
miles an hour. 


Far back, in the sixth row. is a charger 


who has served notice that he will carve 
his way through the field at the drop of 
the green flag. That is Johnny Ruther- 
ford, the winner in 1974 and 1976. He 
happens to be starting from 17th place 
because he failed to qualify on the first 
day of the time trials two weeks ago. 


Even farther back is the only Euro- 


pean in the field. Clay Regazzoni of 


Switzerland, a winning veteran on the 
Grand Prix circuit Technically be is 
listed as a rookie because this is his first 
Indy race. Some rookie: he passed his 
driving test at a record 191 miles an 
hour. 


Regazzoni is starting from the 10th 


row because be crashed on the first 
qualifying weekend and could not try- 


again until a replacement car was 
prepared. He is a racer, and he will sure- 
ly work his way through the dawdlers in 
the first 10 laps or so. 


To those eight must be added the 


names of Wally Dallenbach, Roger 
McCIuskey, Pancno Carter and Johnny 
Parsons, who have excellent records on 
the Indy-car circuit of the United States 
Auto Club. 


Will the winner break the record of 


162.962 M.P.H. that the late Mark 
Donohue set in 1972? Much depends on 
weather. If the temperatures are as hot 
as they have been in the last few days — 
high 80s and low 90s — a new record is 
not too likely. 


Another inhibiting factor is fuel supp- 


ly. After the debacle of 1973, USAC cut 
the fuel allowance to 280 gallons to 
reduce speeds. This works out to an 
allowance of 1.8 miles to the gallon, 
which means the driver has to slow down 
enough to last 500 miles. 


The hot dogs are cautious about predic- 


ting how fast they will run, but Ruther- 
ford puts the top bursts at 189 and Sneva 
at 190. The over-all speeds, of course, 
will be considerably lower. But obviously 
it is not just speed that wins this race, 
but endurance. The attrition rate is quite 
high, and usually no more than 12 to 15 
cars are around at the finish. 


'Mistake' leads York's Sheppard to honor

in the district finals.

York — Tom Sheppard got his first 


girls coaching job by mistake five years 
ago. 


But it's no mistake that Sheppard, now 


in his second year as coach of the York 
High girls basketball team, is named as 
the first Sunday Journal and Star Girts 
Prep Coach of the Year. 


It's fitting that the award go to Sbep- 


pard, not only for guiding the Dokes to 
the state Class B championship during 
the first state tournament but also for 
the way be got the community of York so 
involved in the drive towards that title. 


He tends to downplay his role, giving 


credit to the special quality of girls he 
has coached the past two seasons. 


It's that quality of person which has 


made his job so unlike a job. so 
enjoyable. 


"The kids here are really something," 


he says. "They're the type I could trust 
with my life, really an exceptional 
bunch. After two years, 1 can say that 
taking this job was the roost enjoyable 
thing I've ever done." 


A native of Hastings and graduate of 


Manilla (Iowa) High School. Sbeppard 


got into girls coaching through the back 
door. 


In his second teaching job. Sbeppard 


was hired as an art teacher and assistant 
boys basketball coach at Lope Tree, 
Iowa, for the 1971-72 season, similar to 
the post be had held the year before at 
Lohrville, Iowa. 


When be arrived at Lone Tree, there 


had been a mump. 


"I just backed into the girls coaching 


job there." he recalls. "I was supposed 
to be the assistant boys coach, but they 
gave that to the guy they hired before 
me. It was just a big mistake." 


At the time, it may have seemed like a 


mistake, but Sheppard gained 
experience coaching tie defense in 
Iowa's split court style 


After a year in Lone Tree. York tared 


Sheppard as sophomore boys basketball 
coach, the same year the Dukes fielded a 
girls team for the first time. 


"My sister (Shelley Pesek) enacted 


the team that first yne (three years 
ago)," Sbeppard says. "She played 
basketball in high school and for George 
Nicodemus when be was at John F. 
Kennedy College in Wahoo But she 
wasn't certified to teach, so she couldn't 
continue the next year." 


After assisting with two different boys 


programs and one girls, Sheppard was 
ready for a head coaching job. 


"I was really getting tired of being an 


assistant" be says. "I applied for the 
girls job thinking that if I couldn't get it 
I would get out of coaching for awhile 
and do something else with my lime. 


"Being an assistant was good 


experience tuough." be says. "I found 
out that those guys (the bead coaches) 
were really just as incompetent as I was. 
In fact I was glad I wasn't herded right 
into a bead job out of college. I wouldn't 
have been near as open minded as I am 
now."

negative, Story is changing his red and black for black and 
white.

Means moving to Omaha 


Another significant move is transpiring this summer, even 


though it doesn't involve a coaching change. Dr. Arden Means, 
one of this state's most enthusiastic sports fans, is moving from 
Holdrege to Omaha to become director of services for a family 
clinic headed by a nationally-known dentist. 


Means wore many hats in Holdrege. serving as a deacon, 


trustee and ruling elder in his church and serving the past nine 
years on the Holdrege School Board. 


He claims his most interesting service, however, "was 


when Max Ingram (the District 5 Nebraska School Activities 
Assn. Board of Control member) appointed me to serve on the 
football playoff steering- committee and also on the sports 
seasons committee." 


Means, a former Lincoln High and Nebraska football player 


who has been an 11-year i,,ember of the Nebraska Touchdown 
Club Board of Directors, wishes he could say all his efforts were 
positive experiences. 


They haven't been. 
"Probably the most disappointing thing to me," he says, 


"has been the attitude of school administrators toward sports. I 
owe so much to my sports background and I feel it so important 
for young people to learn to compete and it's how you play the 
game." 


Pointing out -that the recent sports season committee voting 


was dominated by administrators in Classes B. C and D schools, 
Means says: "Their attitudes were 'if we can't do this or that. 
we don't want vou to either.' " 


Is fear being transferred? 


He contends "they turned their backs on a most complete 


survey of Class A schools, presented by Lincoln School Board 
member Lou Roper and denied students in Class A schools the 
opportunity to compete in additional activities simply because 
most of them didn't have the facilities and personnel for their 
students to participate " 


Another disgusting attitude to Means is that '-some outstate 


school administrators have expressed they don't want to com- 
pete against Lincoln and Omaha schools because they say they 
get two or three athletes hurt each game."

still smell and taste bad from 
last month's jet fuel spill and 
may not be safe 


The U S Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) said 
it will recommend fines 
against those who caused the 
spill 


About 10,000 gallons flowed 


from a United Airlines fuel 
storage facility into the Eppley 
Airfield sewage system and 
between 5.000 and 6,000 gallons 
entered the lake, J. B Hitchin- 
son. United's operations 
manager estimated. The rest 


was retrieved from the system 
before it reached the lake. 


He said about ?35,000 has 


been sent cleaning up the spill 


United isn't certain how the 


spill occurred, but suspects a 
valve malfunction or human 
error, Hutchmson said The 
airline is devising a system so 
it doesn't happen again. 


Although the spill occurred 


about April 14, fishermen con- 
tinue to call the State Game 
and Parks Commission and 
health department about 
whether to catch and eat the 
lake's fish. 


Burleigh s3iJ tests will be 


run at a federal laboratory to 
determine the chemical con- 
tent of the fish, and until the 
results are known, the depart- 
ment advises against eating 
the fish.

Canoeing-steady pastime 


Milwaukee (AP) — They're 


made of Diolen, epoxy 
laminate. Mithril, Martex, 
p o l y v i n y l 
chloride, 


polyethylene, 
Royalex, 


Oltonar, nylon, Kevlarand car- 
bon fiber. 


You can still get them in 


canvas-covered cedar, though 
most outdoor enthusiasts 
prefer aluminum or Fiberglas. 


It's the old American Indian 


canoe, and 110 companies in 
this country and Canada are 
busy making them at the rate 
of 100,000 a year. 


Not that canoeing is one of 


those pastimes that has shown 
a spectacular increase in pop- 
ularity in recent years. 


"We're growing at a rate 


maybe of 6 per cent a year," 
Peter Sonderegger, editor and 
publisher of Canoe Magazine of 
St. Paul, Minn., said of Canoe 
sales. "We have had increases 
of 15-20 per cent in one year, 
but it hasn't been as dramatic, 
for instance, as cross-country 
skiing or tennis. 


"A few years ago when the 


book and movie 'Deliverance' 
came out, there was a 
dramatic increase in canoeing 
interest," he said. 


•'Deliverance" was the 


violent adventure of a group of 
men canoeing down a wild 
river. 


Sonderegger said canoeing is 


an old, established recreation 
with new twists, including new 
emphasis on wilderness trips, 
Whitewater canoeing and 
racing. 


Canoes can be equipped with 


small motors and double as 
fishing boats, and can be 
rigged for sailing, too. 


A survey by Canoe Magazine 


showed that 70 per cent of the 
canoes owned by Americans 


are aluminum. That doesn't 
mean the other materials 
aren't coming on strong — the 
survey showed canoes now 
come in 20 different materials. 


If you have the time, and are 


willing to pay several hundred 
dollars more than the off-the- 
shelf price, and love the beauty 
and grace of natural wood, you 
can order a wooden canoe from 
manufacturers 
in New 


England, Quebec and New 
Brunswick in 14- to 18-foot 
lengths. 


One wooden canoe, in the 


standard 17-foot length, weighs 
only 53 pounds, which is 
something to consider for por- 
taging or car-loading. Some 17- 
foot aluminum canoes tip the 
scales as high as 95 pounds. 


The lightest of all the stan- 


dard or near-standard length 
canoes listed in the survey was 
a 16-foot, 4-inch craft made of 
epoxy Kevlar, that weighs only 
37 pounds. 


But it all depends on what 


you want to do with your 
canoe. 


The heavy-gauge aluminum 


canoe is about as sturdy and 
durable a craft built. 


Serious canoeists will argue 


for hours over whether 
aluminum or Fiberglas is best 
for Whitewater canoeing. 


"But the new synethics are 


what it's coming to," said 
Sonderegger, who said some of 
the latest plastic materials are 
"virtually indestructible." 


The 1977 price range for 


canoes runs from about $240 to 
S745. There are exceptions, of 
course, in both the upper and 
lower categories. 


For instance, if you have use 


for a 34-fbot canoe, a Chicago 
firm has one for $5.499.

Wall Street hits 16-month low 


NEW YORK (UPD-Prime 


rate hikes that followed the 
Federal Reserve Board's an- 
nouncement it had tightened 
credit stunned Wall Street this 
week and drove prices to a 16- 
month low in the stock 
market's second worst loss of 
the year. 


The Dow Jones industrial 


average of 30 selected blue- 
chip stocks plunged 31 63 
points to 89883, the lowest 
level since it finished at 898 69 
on Jan 7, 1976 The loss was 
the worst since the Dow 
plunged 3216 points the week 
ended March 25 


Analysts said the Dow's fall 


through the 900 level was a 
blow to investor psychology 
and could trigger more selling 
next week They said the 
market sentiment now is the 
reverse of last year's when the 
Dow broke through the 1,000 
level 


The Dow has given up 105 82 


points since the first of the 
year 


Investors were stunned that 


the Fed, m a highly unusual 
report on May 20, revealed 
publicly that its Open Market 
Committee had voted May 6 to 
tighten credit 
This was a 


major reason for the Dow's 
1340-pomt loss Monday, the 
worst daily setback in six 
months 


The bank prime lending rate 


has risen to 6% per cent from 
6'/i per cent in the past two 
w&elft as a result of the Fed's 
moves James O'Leary, vice 
chairman of U S Trust, pre- 
dicted the prime would rise to 
8 VW 9 per cent by late 1978 


•The higher interest rates led 


many economists to wonder if 
the economy will repeat last 
year's performance of stalling 
after a torrid first quarter. 
They noted the 0 5 per cent rise 
in April's economic indicators 
trailed that of the previous two 
months 


The market's setback was

purchased by railroads — the device saves ?1,126 a trip. 


Railroads equip most trains with several diesel 


locomotives to provide enough power to take them over 
the steepest grades -at speeds necessary to maintain 
schedules. Much of that horsepower is not needed over a 
large portion of any trip. 


- What the fuel saver does is allow the engineer to 


reduce the power output of several locomotives to a bare 
minimum when they're not needed,_ while operating the 
remaining units at full power for peak efficiency.

Straw, unusuable hay, grass 


rlippmps, wood chip*, rotted 
sawdust, peat, 
compost, 


manure, paper, plastic sheets 
and many other materials 


could be used as mulches in the 
vegetable garden or home 
landscape. 


You might question the use 


grass clippings. 
Recent 


research by Dr. Bob Shear- 
man, University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln turf specialist, has in- 
dicated grass dippings are a 
good mulch. A three- to six- 
inch layer of dried grass 
clippings can preserve soil 
moisture, 
reduce soil 


temperatures and cut down on 
reflected beat Wait at least 
two mowings before mulching 
with grass clippings from a 
lawn that has been treated 
with a weed taller.

Vice 
President Walter Mondale is

career with trepidation when 
President Carter dispatched 
him in January to consult with 
America s traditional allies in 
Europe and Japan 


Last Monday he returned 


from a second mission abroad 
— to Portugal, Spain, Austria, 
Yugoslavia and Britain — 
which included one of the most 
ticklish assignments any 
seasoned diplomat could 
receive 


Tell Prime Minister John 


Vorslerthe 'apartheid" racial 
discrimination policies of his 
South African government 
should be abandoned At the 
same time, get more coopera- 
tion from him on moving 
Rhodesia toward black majori- 
ty rule, and Namibia toward 
independence 


Mondale conveyed the 


message directly, without 
histrionics 
He drew on 


American parallels. At no time 
did his two-day meeting with 
Vorster edge toward rupture 


In fact, at Vorster's request, 


the two statesmen scheduled 
an extra hour May 20 in Vienna 
to go over South Africa's 
policies 


In the end, he U S team left 


feeling it had won a clearer 
view on the South African 
government's approach to 
Rhodesia and Namibia, 
although it was unclear what 
will hapen in South Africa 
itself 


Mondale, who exudes good 


humor, was confident about his 
new responsibilities 


"If I make a mistake," he 


told his delegation before the 
Vorster meeting, "pass me a 
note If I still go on as if I 
didn t know what I was talking 
about — then feel sorry for 
your country' 


"But I m the one who's got 


to do the talking " 


As far as could be deter- 


mined, no one felt sorry Just 
the opposite 


"He apparently developed a 


real sense of the diplomatic in 
the Senate," said one foreign 
service officer with long 
experience in European af- 
fairs 


"It 
may sound like 


toadying," said another 
diplomat involved in South 
Africa and human rights 
issues, "but he made an 
extremely articulate and 
eloquent appeal to Vorster on 
the subject of racial dis- 
crimination " 


One Mondale tactic disarm 


your opponent 


"I completely conceded the 


point that our history on racial 
issues had not been a good 
one,' he said "But m the last 
10 years we have come clean 
on the issue of race 


"It has been a fundamental 


and permanent adjustment, 
broadly and widely accepted 
by Americans And it is one of 
the reasons why Carter 
became president Foreign 
policy has to be a reflection of 
the values we hold " 


In contrast to the secretive 


ways of the first Nixon ad- 
ministration, Mondale can be 
candid to a fault 


Flying to Yugoslavia, he 


developed a stomach upset and 
canceled his first nights ac- 
tivities in Belgrade

While Mondale's informality 


is refreshing to Americans, it

Solar-powered irrigation system tested

(c) Now Yoifc Times 
Gila Bend, Ariz — Under the 


searing sun of central Arizona, 
a strange "crop" occupies one 
section on the Gila River 
Ranch, surrounded by fields of 
cotton and alfalfa 


Row upon row of curved, 


shiny aluminum planks are 
rotating face up toward the 
sun They are absorbing its 
heat to run what's believed to 
be the world s largest solar- 
powered irrigation system for 
pumping water into 50 ditches 
of this 22,000-acre farm 


It is a part of a $500,000 pilot 


project by two organizations 
not usually associated with the 
a g r i c u l t u r e business — 
Northwestern Mutual Life In- 
surance Co of Milwaukee and 
the B a t t e l l e M e m o r i a l 
Institute of Columbus, Ohio, a 
large private research and 
development firm 


Their aim To see if solar 


energy can solve the problem 
of soaring irrigation costs that 
now faces Sunbelt farmers in 
the and regions from Califor- 
nia to Texas 


There are huge portions of 


the Southwest that cannot rely 
on ram to water their crops 
Instead, many rely on un- 
derground wells, from which 
they pump water to ditches 
that line crop fields, or pump 
that water into long irrigation 
sprinklers that sweep in a vast 
arc across the land 


Recently, however, farmers 


who use pump water for irriga- 
tion have seen their bills 
skyrocket for both electricity 
and' natural gas, the normal 
fuels used to power such 
pumps This eventually means 
higher food costs to the con- 
sumer 


Ten years ago Northwestern 


bought the Arizona farm as an 
investment from its owner, 
who was in debt to the com- 
pany 


In 1973, the electric bill for 


irrigation pumps on the 
property reached $1 million 
"When our power costs began 
to soar, he began to think of all 
that sun," said Francis 
Fergusm, president of 
Northwestern, "and we began 
to think of what we could do 
with solar energy " 


Northwestern asked Battelle 


to design a 50-horsepower solar 
system The Gila Bend tacihty 
is the result 
According to 


Northwestern, there are only 
two other such 
solar 


experiments in the world One 
is now being installed by the 
Federal Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration 


in New Mexico and another has 
been done by a French firm in 
Mexico, but both are smaller 
than the Arizona one 


Graham Alexander, of 


Battelle, the project manager, 
explained an electrical starter 
— similar to the ignition 
starter in an auto — starts up 


the system by pumping water 
into tubes set in the center of 
the curved solar collectors 
The water gets hot, then flows 
into a boiler where it heats the 
liquid chemical Freon until it 
becomes a gas This gas then 
turns a turbine that pumps 
water into irrigation ditches 


The amount of electricity 


needed to start up the system 
is miniscule compared to the 
amount it would ordinarily 
take to run irrigation pumps 
So, while installation of the 
solar system is very expen 
sive, a farmer would then pay 


dlmost nothing to operate it, 
Alexander said 


The Arizona system is only a 


few weeks old and still has 
some bugs' in it, Alexander 
said But project officials are 
optimistic ' We ve proved it s 
feasible but we also know it is 
not economical, ' said Thomas 
Harvey, a Battelle vice 
president 


However, we ve put this in 


as a showcase to encourage 
manufacturers of irrigation 
systems to invest in this new 
technology, he continued

Tax foe fights IRS 
with Constitution 


By Bryan Miller 
Oklahoma City (AP) - In 


1789, 
Benjamin 
Franklin 


observed that death and taxes 
are inevitable In 1977, Richard 
Davis concedes only the 
former — at least when he's 
talking about federal income 
taxes 


And, Davis says, increasing 


numbers of Americans are 
agreeing with him as they 
realize the income tax is "op- 
pressive, tyrannical and un- 
constitutional " 


From his spacious brick 


home on a grassy knoll in Ed- 
mond, Davis, 27, runs an 
organization called Tax Facts, 
a growing corps of citizens op- 
posed to the income tax and 
determined to avoid paying it 
legally 


You can t fight the Internal 


Revenue Service (IRS) on 
moral grounds and win, says 
Davis 
but you can do it on 


constitutional grounds and win 
Win of the time ' 


What s tl,af 


To document his point, Davis 


walks over to his ceiling-high 
bookshelf and pulls down an 
armful of legal tomes, booklets 
and pamphlets Though his 
profession is helping run a 
family grocery business, 
Davis 
passion is the U S 


Constitution 
He recites 


passages from it as glibly as a 
grocer quoting the once of 
vegetables 


Basically, the IRS violates 


our Fourth Amendment right 
to be secure in our persons, 
houses and papers, and our 
Fifth Amendment right to due 
process and against self- 
incnmmation,' he says 


Davis did not pay his income 


tax this year and last year he 


paid only some of it " But, he 


vows, "1II never pay again " 


Tax Facts is a local 


organization linked in spirit 
with similar groups cropping 
up in other states They all talk 
of the impending tax revolt 
They all call themselves 
patriots and constitutionalists 
They all claim their numbers 
are growing as quickly as the 
taxes they abhor 


They are businessmen, 


lawyers, farmers, young, old, 
liberals John Birchers They 
are indignant 


They object not only to the 


government s method of tax 
collection, but also to the way 
the money is spent 
Foreign 


aid abortion social programs, 
subsidies, excessive govern- 
ment regulations all these 
spawn discontent 


Davis says the constitutional 


argument against the income 
tax is simple to understand 
But knowing how to invoke it 
properly on one s Form 1040 is 
crucial 
So, beginning last 


September, 
he 
began 


organizing seminars featuring 
spokesmen from the tax move- 
ment to demonstrate how to 
fight the IRS and win 


'We had about 100 people at 


the first seminar,' he recalls 
"At the last seminar, a two- 
day affair in early April, we 
had about 250 people from 14 
states ' Participants paid $25 
for two days of lectures and 
meetings

to booklets Some of the more 
elaborate ones, with such 
names such as Tea Party 1976

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New rose varieties 
are years in making

Shenandoah, Iowa — Diamonds are not 


made overnight, and neither are hybrid 
roses. 


Gardeners around the world anxiously 


await an annual announcement that is made 
in New York around the first weekend in 
June. It is the names ot winners of All- 
America Rose Selections Awards. 


Next weekend the names of two 


varieties, It can be said on the basis of infor- 
mation supplied by the All-America Rose 
Selections (AARS) headquarters staff in this 
southwestern Iowa testing and nursery area, 
will be announced as 1978 winners. They were 
among the 40 or so entries that clme from all 
over the world to compete here and in other 
test gardens for the coveted award. 


And it has been at least 10 years since 


some gardener somewhere cross-fertilized 
two roses to produce the first specimens of 
those new plants. It takes that long to raise 
and reproduce enough plants for marketing. 


Carl Meyer of Cleves, Ohio, is an exam- 


ple of what it takes to produce an AARS rose. 
He was the first amateur rose-grower to have 
a specimen win an AARS award. 


Every rose bloom is bisexual. It has both 


male (stamen) and female (pistil) organs. 


In 1960, Meyer took the pollen from Pink 


Peace and applied it to Pink Parfait. first 
removing the petals of both flowers to expose 
the stamens and pistils. 


About four montlu. after he made the 


cross, seeds had developed in the seed cap- 
sule (rose hip) and were ready for 
harvesting. He planted the seeds in bis 
greenhouse and in the spring he moved the 
tiny plants outdoors. 


He had about 600 plants, and be rejected 


all but one, which he believed showed excep- 
tional qualities. 


According to George Rose of Shenan- 


doah, executive director of AARS, 
professional growers may plant 100,000 
seedlings in order to make one selection for 
judging. 


By 1964, Meyer had determined that the 


hybrid be had developed really was excep- 
tional and he had enough plants to send some 
to a professional nurseryman for intensive 
production and entry into the AARS trials. 
This was done in 1968 and the announcement 
of Meyer's rose — Portrait — was made in 
New York in 1971. 


Portrait, like every other rose receiving 


AARS endorsement, was not ready for mass 
purchasing until the next spring. 


The two roses winning the 1978 AARS 


award will not be marketed until next spring. 
The reason for that is the AARS belief that 
the public ought to have a chance to see the 
roses before buying them.

A child prodigy, Istomin was accepted at 


the Curtis Institute b Philadelphia at age 12. 
He studied both with Rudolf Serkin and Miec- 
zyslav HorszowskL At 17 be won the Levin- 
tritt Award and was one of the youngest per- 
formers to make debuts with both the 
Philadelphia Orchestra under Eugene Or- 
Aaron Round

advanced degrees m u s t 
transfer to other schools That 
can be a problem, although 
CJC is accredited by the North 
Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools 


"Traditionally it has been 


very difficult to get educators 
to realize that country and 
western musicians are highly- 
skilled musicians," said Betty 
Radcliffe Jackson, vice presi- 
dent of the-school.

Music racially divided

New York — There was a 


time, just a few years ago, 
when we could live under the 
illusion that American popular 
music was on the' way to 
obliterating racial boundaries. 


In the 1960s there was a 


whole host of artists, black and 
white, who appealed both in 
record sales and concert 
appearances to audiences of 
both races. Since black music 
was so demonstrably at the 
root of popular white music, it 
was easy to extrapolate and 
say that one day soon stylistic 
walls 
would crumble 


altogether and that we would 
simply have one American 
popular music. 


Well, that "one day soon" is 


now, and the walls fre still 
there 
Not that commerce 


doesn't take.place over them: 
whites are still influenced by 
blacks and, sometimes, blacks 
by whites. But today it is still 
very possible to speak of 
"black popular music" and to 
mean something recognizably 
different from white popular 
music. 


There are obvious reasons 


for this separateness. In- 
creased black consciousness 
has led to a sense within the 
black community that it is 
more honorable to speak to 
blacks than to "sell out" to 
whites. Blacks seem better 
able to support black artists 
from within the black com- 
munity. There are enough 
blacks, and their buying power 
is hefty enough, to form a self- 
contained market. 
•

couraged white attendance at 
massive arena concerts by 
black arlisits. Today only 
Sle'vie Wonder can be said to 
appeal to a genuinely in- 
tegrated concert audience. 
Whites still buy a lot of records 
by the top black groups, but it's 
largely an AM-radio, dance- 
entertainment phenomenon/ 
The white FM audiences, the 
kind who look to popular music 
to fulfill deeper emotional 
needs, feel cut off from the 
musical idioms and psy- 
chological concerns, of most 
black artists. 


This division is not 


necessarily bad. Certainly one 
welcomes the self-contaiii,nent 
of black music insofar as it 
represents a genuine assertion 
of black cultural identity, as 
opposed lo a forced isolation 
from the white American 
mainstream. 


But after listening through 20 


recent albums of black popular

music, one realizes all the 
more strongly what both 
blacks and whites are missing 
from this lack of mutual 
musical contact. Too much- 
white music today seems cui 
off from the vitality that it has 
derived in the past from black 
inspiration. Whites today lend 
too often to be nostalgists when 
it comes to black music, avidly 
recycling 1960s rhythm and 
blues even as they denounce 
the "formulas" of 1970s disco. 


At the same time, blacks suf- 


fer from a failure to.absorb as 
comprehensively as they 
might the variety of white pop- 
ular music, from punk rock to 
electronic progressivism. The 
black market would appear to 
be extremely conservative, 
tied to a few familiar conven- 
tions and resistant even to 
what one might think would be 
an obvious innovation, like 
reggae. Of course some black 
musicians remain eager 
experimenters, but they are 
confined largely to jazz and the 
various 
cross-over 


experiments 
taking place 


within that marginal, commer- 
cial realm.

Florence,. Italy (UPI) — A 


last-minute ban on Sotheby's 
"Italian sale of the century" 
heralds the end of the easy 
and, at times, clandestine sale 
of priceless art objects in Ita- 
ly- 
. 
The sale, which involved the 


entire contents of the palaTZO 
overlooking the River Arno of 
one of FloreLce's oldest partri- 
cian families, the Serristori, 
was scheduled to start May 19. 


It was stopped by the fine 


arts authorities and the 
renaissance city's communist 
mayor only hours before it was 
to have begun — to the dismay 
of auctioneers and some hun- 
dreds of collectors and 
dealers. The sale was to have 
lasted a week. 


Among the 988 lots were an 


assortment of items from fur- 
niture (mainly 19th century) to 
china, silver and drapery, as 
well -as a madonna by 
Lorenzetti. and works by 
Correggio. An alterpiece by 
Mariotto de Nardo was to be 
the highlight of the sale. 


The decision to halt the sale 


indicates a marked shift from 
the days, not so long ago, when 
works of art formed the basis 
of a thriving business. It is now 
a criminal offense to take out 
obj^fts regarded as part of the 
country's cultural heritage. In 
the past, noted Renaissance 
and other paintings found their 
way to Switzerland, West Ger- 
many and Britain — and the 
United States in particular.

York - It has a story to tell 


and it does it well. 


The Anna Palmer Museum, 


in the York Community 
Center, traces the history of 
York County and city. 


The museum location is in 


itself unique. It occupies one 
end of the building. The other 
area is devoted to family 
recreation and youth ac- 
tivities, including an enclosed 
swimming pool, gymnasium, 
handball and squash courts, a 
multipurpose room and snack 
bar. 


Dedicated 10 years ago, the 


museum has two period rooms, 
furnished in the style of earlier 
times. Also, there is a replica 
of an 1865 sod house, that of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Anderson, 
first homesteaders in York 
County. The house too is un- 
ique in that it differs from 
most soddies because the in- 
side walls are plastered. 


In one area the furniture and 


fittings of the old Blue River 
Bank which was in McCool are 
exhibited. Posters advertising 
hay sales and such community, 
events bang behind the grill. 
The old typewriters and money 
changers are eye-openers for 
people used to today's modern 
implements. 


The space in the museum is 


divided by permanent cabinets 
that tell of such things as Civil 
War veterans who settled in ' 
the county World Wars I and 
II veterans are also honored. 


The oldest fire bell in the 


county, from the North York 
fire station, has its niche. 


Farm implements of earlier 


days are mounted as pieces of 
sculpture. And a cavalry sup- 
ply wagon of the 1880s is on 
view.

have been planted in 112 public rose gardens 
across the U.S., including Lincoln's Antelope 
Park garden near 27th and C. These roses 
were selected for the award two years ago to 
give breeders a chance to build up slock. 


Rose said any plant receiving an AARS 


award will have one-half million sales the 
first year alone. 


Those awards are not handed out lightly. 
In the first place there are now about 8,- 


000 named varieties of roses in the world. To 
breed something really new is rare. But if a 
gardener decides that indeed he has a new 
variety and he wants to enter it into AARS 
trials, then he must have raised enough 
plants to supply each of the 26 AARS test gar- 
dens with four plants. 


Since hybrid plants do not produce fertile 


seeds, all further plants must come from that 


one parent plant by way of grafting. 


In order to propagate that first crossed 


rose, the gardener after that time must take 
the branches from the parent plant and graft 
them onto the roots of any rose bush. As the 
new branches grow they in turn are re- 
grafted to other growing roots. 


After the test gardens are supplied 


judges, who know the plants only by a number 
so that all judging is unbiased, watch the 
plant's performance. 


For two years — twice in the spring and 


twice in the fall, — judges observe the plants 
and rate them on 14 different criteria — 
novelty, bud form, flower form, color 
opening, color finishing, substance, 
f r a g r a n c e , 
stem/cluster, habit, 


vigor/renewal, foliage, disease resistance, 
flowering effect and overall value. 


The scores are sent into AARS to be 


tabulated; only the highest scorers receive 
the AARS award. 


Judges are horticulturists from univer- 


sities or large public gardens- 


Rose said roses probably originated in 


China. As early as 1829, a catalog naming 2,- 
000 rose varieties was published in France. In 
1930, the U.S. Plant Patent Act was passed. 
This act permitted the inventor of a new 
plant, asexually reproduced, to control his 
new creation for 17 years. 


Immediately after the passage of the act, 


plant patent applications poured in and within 
a short time patents were granted for many 
roses of inferior quality and performance, 
Rose said. 


It became apparent that some control 


had to be exercised over the testing of roses 
before they were offered to the public. 


By 1938, a group of leading rose growers 


had developed the All-American testing 
system. That year in Chicago the AARS was 
born. 


It is only a coincidence, Rose said, about 


his name. He worked for the Henry Field 
nurseries at Shenandoah for years. After his 
retirement be became executive of the AARS 
where he has been for 12 years. He says he 
gets a lot of calls from newspaper editors 
checking out that last name. The editor 
thinks the reporter got carried away with the 
subject and recklessly threw that "Rose" 
name around, says George Rose. 


His favorite? "Peace rose developed in 


the 1940's — well, no one has developed a rose 
to exceed that one yet," Rose said. 


He has a word of advice to the would-be 


rose grower: "When you work with roses, 
you become their servant." 


Physical, psychological damage from throat nodes 
Artist given resale share

New York - Dolly Parton 


has had throat trouble for 
years. She's been forced to 
cancel concerts, undergo two- 
weeks stints of total silence 
and may one day have to face 
that bane of all singers, throat 
surgery. 


She's 
hardly 
alone, 


Fleelwood Mac had to cancel 
two weeks at the beginning of 
its current tour because of 
Stevie Nicks's hoarseness. 
Bonnie Raitt, Harry NUsson 
and Grace Slick have bad 
similar problems. Frank 
Sinatra underwent throat sur- 
gery several years ago, and 
Neil Young had the same 
operation only last year. 


The ailment afflicting all of 


those singers is called nodes on 


the vocal chords. A node, says 
Dr. Edward A. Kantor of 
Beverly Hills, is a "small 
tumefaction — like a rounded 
corn — on the vocal chord, a 
swelling or a growth. It is non- 
cancerous, benign. But it's still 
something you have to check; 
hoarseness for more than six 
weeks is cancer until proven 
otherwise." 


Kantor specializes in 


singers', problems. His clients 
include many leading pop 
singers. It was he who 
canceled a couple of Miss Par- 
ton's dales in Los Angeles a 
few weeks ago, and it was he 
who operated on Young. 


"There is no pain with a 


node," Kantor says. "The 
major symptom is hoarseness, 
and eventually a loss of vocal 
control." 


Some singers have a 


characteristically 
hoarse 


sound, unrelated to nodes. But 
others develop them through 
abuse and overuse, creating a 
very common problem. A 
singer may perform through a 
cold or force too hard, or sing 
loo oflen or vocalize "in,- 
correctly" — without proper 
support from the diaphragm. 


There are three main cures 


for the condition. First is rest 
If the nodes are still soft, they 
will recede if the throat is 
relaxed. Related to rest is the 
practice of some speech 
therapisls — Miss Nicks's. for 
instance — of getting their 
charges to speak higher or 
tower than they are used to, 
thus resting the overworked 
part of the vocal chords. 


The second core is cortisone, 


which is sparingly employed 
by most physicians because of 
the unpredictable nature of the 
drug. Cortisone can be in- 
jected, taken in pill form or in- 
halted as a mist. 


The third and mosl radical 


cure is surgery, which Kantor 
says is an extremely delicate 
proposition involving an 
operating microscope. The 
trouble with surgery is thai Ihe 
singer risks altering his or her 
familiar vocal color or even 
losing Ihe voice altogether. 


Nodes may be a common 


problem, and at the beginning 
a relatively minor one. But 
they ae still ultimately a 
serious affair, and the psy- 
chological effects can be as 
damaging as the physical ones. 
"It's the thing singers fear 
most," Kantor concludes. 


Sacramento, Calif. (UPI) —

first state in the nation to 
require that artists be paid 
royalties when their works are 
resold. 


For example, the famed 


Chagall would receive a $1.- 
250 check if one of his small 
watercolors was sold in 
California for $25,000. 


A new state royalty law, 


.which took effect Jan. 1, is 
hailed by many artists. 


Patterned after similar laws 


in four European conn tries, the 
California law requires sellers 
of art'work to pay a royalty — 
5 per cent of the selling price 


— to the artist anytime work is 
res'old for more lhan $1,000. 


II applies lo living artists 


outside California as well as 
state residenls. The royalty 
must be paid anytime the sale 
is made in California or the 
seller is a California resident. 


"The main reason for Ihe 


law is to give the artir-i. a con- 
tinuing economic interest in' 
his work," said State Sen. Alan 
Sieroly of Los Angeles, author 
of the measure. "The work of a 
man or woman who is selling 
at low prices today someday 
may sell for very high prices." 


Benjamin Horowitz, presi- 


dent of Art Dealers Associa- 
tion of Southern California, 
said Ihe law would put Califor- 
nia galleries "at a competitive 
disadvantage with every 
gallery outside of California."

audiences, gross grow

-i New York (AP) - The new 


lullaby of Broadway is happy 
days are here again. 


Highlights of the 1976-77 


theatrical year include: a 
record $91 million boxoffice 
gross for legit attractions; a 
lusty increase of 1.1 million 
spectators; production activity 
at a 10-year crest. 


"This is the greatest season 


since before World Wat H," 
says Gerald Schoenfeld, chair- 
man of the Shubert Organiza- 
tion, which operates 17 
playhouses. "Broadway has 
moved into a new era." 


Taking the pulse of the 


business sometimes called the 
Fabulous Invalid is an annual 
rite coinciding with the 
traditional June-May term of 
all stagecraft union contracts. 


Turnabout after several 


years of waning activity was 
evident last season, but the in- 
creased surge since indicates 
that the revival wasn't just a 
brief flurry. 


The season's boxoffice total, 


based on weekly reports by the 
trade paper Variety, tops the 


1975-76 gross by $21 million. 


Although some of the jump is 


the result of generally higher 
ticket prices, greater 
significance was given to the 
attendance growth during the 
12 month period, from 7.2 to 8.3 
million people. 


In the Shubert Theaters, for 


example, revenue went up 45 
percent and attendance 32 per 
cent. 


Schoenfeld attributes 


audience upswing to several 
factors: increasing popular in- 
terest in theater, evident also 
in regional theaters; merchan- 
dising aimed at attracting 
more young people and ethnic 
minorities; and modernizing of 
the way tickets are sold. 


During the year, 67 shows 


arrived on the Rialto, com- 
pared to 59 the prior season, 
and the most since an identical 
number in 1966-67. They in- 
cluded 27 dramas, 16 musicals, 
8 comedies; the rest were 
such diverse attractions as 
Swiss mimes, Hal Holbrook's 
"Mark Twain Tonight!" and 
visits by Bing Crosby, Diana ' 
Ross, Lily Tomlin and Shirley 


MacLaine. 


During mid-May, 32 shows 


were on display, another 10- 
year topper. Among them were 
10 holdover favorites from 
earlier seasons. 


The news for angels wasn't 


all cheerful, however; just 19 
of the productions already 
have or seem likely to net 
profits. 


Five shows were imported 


from London, less than usual, 
but Broadway's growing sym- 
biosis with once-scorned areas 
of theatrical enterprise was 
very apparent. Twelve plays 
originated in regional theaters, 
six came from off-Broadway 
and one from 
o f f - o f f - 


Broadway. 


Among the others there were 


few signs of creative originali- 
ty. Eleven of 27 dramas and 10 
of 16 musicals were revivals. 


Among the big crowd- 


pleasers were the new 
musicals "Annie,", "Side by 
Side by Sondheim," "I Love 
My Wife," all of which arrived 
in a one-week spring burst; 
and the tuner revivals, 
"Fiddler on the Roof," "The 
King ajjd I" and "Porgy and 


Bess." 


Also conspicuous were Neil 


Simon's "California Suite" 
comedy; the choreodrama 
"For Colored Girls Who Have 
Considered Suicide When the 
Rainbow Is Enuf"; and "The 
Shadow Box," which won the 
Pulitzer Prize. Winners of 
Broadway's annual Tony' 
Awards, incidentally, are 
being announced later than 


usual and will be disclosed in 
an ABC television network 
show June 5. 


Stars conspicuously con- 


tributed to the success of 
several other SRO events: Lav 
Ullmann in "Anna Christie," 
Al Pacino in "The Basic 
Training or Pavio Hummel," 
George C. Soctt in "Sly Fox," 
Ralph Richardson and John 
Gielgud in "No Man's Land." 


Tom Courtenay made his U.S. 
debut in the highly praised 
"Otherwise Engaged." 


How much longer will the 


Broadway upswing continue?

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Hunter and hunted 
now write cop shows 


Los Angeles (AP) — Five 


years ago Dallas Barnes and 
Robert Bellinger were on op- 
posite sides of the law. The 
hunter and the hunted. 


Barnes was a homicide in- 


vestigator for the Los Angeles 
Police Department. Dellinger 
was on the run for attempting 
to extort $800,000 from four 
airlines, and twice eluded FBI 
agents. 


Today, they're still making a 


living off crime — far more 
lucrative and perfectly legal. 
They write for the television 
cop shows 


"I'd been a street cop for 


many years and I found it easy 
'to write about police," said 
Barnes "I knew the jargon 
and the hardware. I knew the 
day-to-day happenings of the 
squad room and patrol cars." 


Delhnger said, "I think 


having been in prison and 
gotten to know hundreds of 
criminals you realize there is 
no uniform causation. People 
commit crimes for various 
reasons. It's the people aspect 
that's important to me when I 
write a crime story. I get a 
good picture of that person in 
my mind. Not the crime." 


Two men writing from 


experience. 


Barnes, 34, quit a year ago 


after 11 years as a policeman. 
He had begun writing in 1970 
when he was. drafted into com- 
munity relations for two years. 
He wrote a novel, "See the 
Woman," that brought him to 
the attention of "Kojak" 
producer Jack Laird irv 1975. 
Laird invited Barnes to write 
for his show., "With a lot of 
help from Jack we labored 
through my first script," 
Barnes said. "It snowballed 
after that." 


Barnes has since written for 


"Baretta," "Police Story," 
"Serpico,"" ''Joe Forrester" 
and "The-Blue Knight."| 


He has completed two more 


bookstand two of his three 
books are being made into 
movies. In his last year with 
the police he made $70,000 
writing and "it's a lot more 
now." 


Robert Dellinger 


Dellinger, 46, arrived by a 


different route. He was in the 
advertising business, then was 
a publishing company vice 
president, making $50,000 a 
year. "Then," he says, 
"everything I touched turned 
to mud. I got fired, my 
marriage broke up. I tried to 
extort $800,000 from four air- 
lines with a bomb threat. Of 
course, I didn't have a bomb. I 
wasn't that crazy. I escaped 
from the FBI twice, once in a 
shooting and once in a car 
chase.'1 


He wound up in the federal 


prison at Terminal Island, just 
south of Los Angeles. 


He organized a writing class 


and soon had among his 
students Watergate figure G. 
Gordon Liddy; bank robber 
Edward Bunker; Salvatore 
"Bill" Bonanno, son of former 
Mafioso Joseph Bonanno, and 
would-be presidential assassin 
Sara Jane Moore. Many 
writers, starting with 
policeman-author 
Joseph 


Wambaugh, dropped by to give 
advice. Bunker is now a best- 
selling novelist and Bonanno' 


has a book that takes up where 
"Honor Thy Father" left off. 


Dellinger was released in 


1973 after serving 20 months, 
but.still returns every 
Thursday night to teach his 
writing class. 


He got a teaching job at 


California State University at 
Long Beach, then turned to 
television writing. 


"It was a frustrating two 


years getting started," he said. 
Finally, in June 1975, Wam- 
baugh, the policeman-author, 
helped him get his first credit 
on "The Blue Knight," the 
series based on his book. 


Dellinger made only $9,000 in 


his first year of writing. Last 
year it was $100,000, with sales 
to such shows as 
"Joe 


Forrester," "Switch," "Ser- 
pico," "Nashville 99," and 
"The Streets of San Fran- 
cisco." He said, "Money is 
only the tertiary reason I 
write. I take assignments that 
let me say what I have to say. 
That give my views of life. And 
I have a lot of things I want to 
say."

George Schaefer's presenta- 


tion of Thornton Wilder's 
Pulitzer Prize-winning play 
"Our Town" is like the revival 
of an old love affair. 


When it airs on NBC Monday 


night, 35 years will have 
passed since Shaefer first 
lifted his directorial hand to it 
as a stage production. 


Schaefer, whose television 


career includes the direction of 
such shows as "Sandburg's 
Lincoln" and "Amelia 
Earhart," got to know Wilder 
before his death in December 
of 1975. Their friendship nur- 
tured the idea to attempt "Our 
Town" on television. 


"Thornton was shy about tfie 


"play being done again," 
remarked Schaefer in a 
telephone interview from Los 
Angeles. "He thought there 
was too much Thornton 
Wilder." But Schaefer felt 
"Our Town" did lend itself 
well to television. 


"I regret he (Wilder) is not 


around to see it," the director 
commented. 


Schaefer said he "wanted it 


done absolutely fresh," and he 
thinks that has been ac- 
complished even though "I 
only changed one sentence in 
the play." 


"Our Town," performed on a 


bare stage, takes' an affec- 
tionate look at life in a small 
New England town and the

The play, said Schaefer, is

Galbraith explains economics

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So it's No. 2 now, CBS tries harder 


By Joan Hanauer 
New York (UPI) - Now that 


CBS is No 2, it has to try 
harder. 


No one is more aware of the 


increasingly 
competitive 


television programming situa- 
tion than Robert C. Wussler. 
who has been in his job was 
president of CBS Television for 
a little more than a year. 


"It's inevitable in any win- 


ning streak that you're going to 
lose sometime," said Wussler, 
whose network lost in the 1976- 
77 ratings competitions to ABC 
after dominating the field for 
20 years. 


Wussler, incidentally, came 


to his job too late to come un- 
der fire for the programing of 
the season past. 


"Now maybe the pressure is 


off us a little," Wussler said in 
an interview. "Maybe it's on 
ABC. 


"I think we can be very com- 


petitive next year. I can't 
predict that we'll lead the 
season — you can make a case 
going one way or the other. 
ABC will have to frjht to do as 
well as last year and there is 
no question in my mind we will 
do considerably better." 


Wussler believes that CBS' 


ten new shows packed into 
eight hours of new programing 
next fall — with a half-hour 
called "Another Day" in the 
works to plug up any weak 
point that develops — is the 
network's strong point, with its 
development potential for the

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• 
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• We repair all makes of bearing aids 
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future even stronger. 


Wussler said that several of 


the pilots that failed to make 
the new schedule were not 
scrapped but will be reworked. 
He sees specials as a develop- 
ment technique. 


"Say we develop a one hour 


pilot," Wussler said. "Well, 
okay, the pilot wasn't right but 
we see something that in- 
dicates series potential. Let's 
remake the pilot as a freestan- 
ding two hour special. That's 
how 'The Waltons' was born — 
out of a special called "The 
Homecoming' with Patricia 
Neal. 


Types of shows go in and out 


of popularity in cycles, and 
Wussler sees current trends 
this way: 


"I think the cop show is 


definitely on the way down. It 
is quite conceivable that two 
years from now there will not 
be a police show on the air, just 
as medical shows once were 
very popular but new there are 
almost none on the air. The 
western was gone, but now is 
beginning to creep back." 


Wussler gave the nod to 


forms on the way up, including 
comedy, made for television 
movies, specials and the fami- 
ly type drama, which on CBS 
includes "The Waltons" and 
the upcoming "Fitzpatricks." 


Comedy probably is the top 


category these days, and CBS 
— which at one time had a 
stranglehold on the sitcom — 
needs new blood. "Many of our 
comedies that are with us this 
year will only be with us a year 
or two," he said. 


The "Mary Tyler Moore" 


show is gone, Wussler said 
"All in the Family" and 
"Maude" probably had just 
one more season to go, and Bob 
Newhart has already flirted 
with dropping out of serial 
television. 


CBS still has "M-A-S-H," 


and Wussler almost purred as 
he called it "probably the most 
intelligent comedy in the 
history of television. The 
'Mary' show may have been 
the most consistent, but 
'M-A-S-H' is the most in- 
telligent. And Alan Alda is a 
very happy individual.' "

Wussler believes the time is 


ripe for science fiction and 
fantasy — if it can be well 
executed. Why not bring back 
NBC's old "Star Trek," for in- 
stance? 


"I'd love to," he said, "but it 


would be too expensive to do. 
You couldn't fake it — you'd 
have to bring back the regular 
people, all ten years older 
from traveling in space." 


Specials became almost 


routine this past season, 
sometimes to great rating 
effect, and Wussler said: 


"I don't think you will ever 


again see in this industry a 
situation where a network can 
be the leader year after year 
simply with successful series 
programing. Series will always 
remain the backbone of the 
schedule, but it will be 
augmented with specials, 
theatrical purchases, made for 
television movies, sports, a 
much broader range than was 
thought necessary as recently 
as three to five years ago."

Cornelius Ryan's A Bridge 


Too Far (Popular Library) is 
the history of a plan by which 
American and British airborne 
troops were to seize five major 
bridges across Germany's 
Rhine River to permit ar- 
mored divisions to drive 
overland. 


The title comes from the 


fifth bridge at Arnheim (64 
miles behind the German 
lines), the bridge the Allies 
didn't get. The book completes 
the late Ryan's histories of 
World War II. This book was 
preceded by The Longest Day, 
about the Normandy landings 
and the Allies' invasion of 
Europe, and The Last Battle, 
about the closing days of the 
war. 


A Bridge Too Far is a 


dramatic episode in the middle 
of the war. Military critics 
have asked whether it should 
even have been planned. Ryan 
did not ask questions. He has 
written history in a colorful 
and human manner which 
should engross history buffs. 


The book's release coincides 


with a new movie based on it. 
The flick has an all-star cast: 
James Caan, Sean Connery, 
Michael Caine, Laurence 
Olivier, Robert Redford and 
Liv Ullmann. You can expect 
Popular Library to rerelease 
the earlier Ryan World War n 
histories as well.

Georgette Heyer of False 


Colours (Fawcett-Crest), the 
late, great English writer of 
the so-called Regency novels, 
is the woman sometimes 
credited with creating the 
historical 
romance 


phenomenon in America. Miss 
Heyer uses her blend of history 
and plotting to tell about twin 
brothers in love with the same 
girl. 


Mike McGrady's The Motel 


Tapes (Warner Books) is for 
you if you're inclined toward 
voyeurism. This is an out- 
rageous book, sleazy in con- 
cept and execution. It's just a 
series of 
conversations 


between lovers in a motel 
room, written as if the conver- 
sations were taped. McGrady 
was one of the authors of that 
spoof on dirty novels, Naked 
Came the Stranger, which was 
a combined effort of several 
magazine writers and which 
bombed a few years back. 


Suzanne Munshower has 


written one of those un- 
authorized biographies, this 
one entitled Margaret, the 
Imperfect Princess (Berkley). 
It's about the loves and es- 
capades of Britain's Princess 
Margaret, naturally. The book 
reads like a strung-together 
series of newspaper clips, 
which it probably is, and it's 


not worth a schilling. But there 
always is a kind of fascination 
with the outrageous gossip that 
authors like Ms. Munshower 
string together to call a 
biography. 


A book in a class by itself, 


coming June 6, is Simon's List 
Book (Simon & Schuster). 
Howard Simon is managing 
editor of the Washington Post. 


He and his family took a 


9,500-mile, seven-week trip 
through the United States and 
played games of list keeping to 
occupy their time. Family 
members have put their lists in 
this oversized paperback. 


It's a bonanza of information 


about America, about opera, 
symphonic and dance groups of 
major cities, about rivers and 
national parks. There are facts 
— such as the official flower, 
tree, bird and nickname — 
about each of the 50 states and 
their capitals. 


One of the most interesting 


revelations is the number of 
U.S. cities with the same 
name. Did you know, for in- 
stance, there are towns called 
Bath in Illinois, Indiana, 
Maine, M i c h i g a n , New 
Hampshire, New York, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina and South 
Dakota. Or Freedom in 
California, Indiana, Maine, 
New Hampshire, New York, 
Oklahoma. Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming? 


There are no illustrations, a 


disadvantage, and the book's 
size prohibits its use, really, on 
an extended car trip, but it's a 
useful reference book.

Four years of research and 


the discovery of a "missing 
witness" have culminated in 
this shocking account of what 
some people have described as 
the most appalling crime in 
19th Century America. 


William Wise lays blame for 


the 1857 slaughter of more than 
100 members of the California- 
bound Fancher wagon train at 
Mountain Meadows, Utah 
Territory, directly on the 
doorstep of undisputed Mor- 
mon church ruler Brigham 
Young. 


Wise claims the butchery of 


the wealthy emigrants from 
Missouri was devised by 


Young and other church 
leaders carried out by several 
bands of Indians led by a hand- 
ful of Mormon faithful. 


Comparably disturbing is the 


cover-up that followed, much 
of the success of which ap- 
parently resulted from 
Washington-level ineptitude 
and political string pulling by 
influential individuals blindly 
loyal to Young. 


Decrying Young as a 


despotic, ecclesiastical ruler, 
Wise maintains that for a score 
of years in Utah Territory, 
which the Mormons called 
New Zion, Young and other 
early church leaders were 
responsible for a variety of 
serious crimes, not the least of 
which was the spilling of inno- 


The great glider caper 


The Gilder Gang. By 


Milton Dank; Llppin- 
cott. 
There always seems to be an 


untold story, despite the 
wealth of literature about 
World War II. 


Apparently, the role of the 


glider pilots was inadequately 
reported, but Milton Dank has 
taken care of that. 


This book won't rank among 


the major contributions to 
your knowledge of the war. but 
'.[ does fill in some blanks. 


It isn't clear at all whether 


glider warfare was worth the 


cost. Tragically high losses 
were incurred by both German 
and Allied glider forces. The 
military gains often were in- 
sufficient — or seem from the 
perspective of the 1970s to have 
been so — to justify the cost. 


Dank, a glider pilot himself, 


doesn't tackle the question 
directly. 


"The answer usually given 


at veterans' meetings is a 
shrug." he says. "The com- 
radeship of the survivors is too 
close for this painful question 
to be answered even after 30 
years.

From the beginnings of the 


Mormon religion and the 
church's development in 
Missouri and Illinois, the 
author describes the fanatical 
attitude of its original leaders 
and their increasing hostility 
toward other Americans and 
the U.S. government. 


"For nearly three decades," 


Wise writes, ''the Latter-day 
saints had been accused of in- 
numerable crimes, ranging 
from 
petty 
theft 
to 


premeditated murder ... now, 
in the summer of 1857, 
Brigham Young and other im- 
portant members of the 
Church hierarchy began to 
devise an 
ambitiious, 


elaborate, cold-blooded crime 
that eventually proved im- 
possible to conceal and that so 
patently had been organized 
by the Saints themselves that 
its disclosure tended to con- 
firm the worst accusations 
previously made against 
them." 


Only one man, John Doyle 


Lee, Young's lieutenant and 
"adopted son," was punished 
for the Fancher killings. After 
a trial in 1876, he was shot to 
death by an Army firing squad 
for his role as the principal 
leader of the massacre. His 
execution took place just a few 
yards from the spot where the 
Fancher emigrants had held 
off their attackers four days 
and nights two decades earlier. 


Wise^ays Young offered Lee 


up as a scapegoat to remove 
the cloud of blame that hung 
over his own head and those of 
other Saints. 


The Mormon church, un- 


derstandably, has denied any 
responsibility for the Mountain 
Meadows Massacre. But Wise 
— through research of a huge 
mass of material, including of- 
ficial government documents 
and reports, eyewitness ac- 
counts, and the discover}' of a 
"missing witness" who 
allegedly traveled with the 
doomed Missourians until 
shortly before the attack — 
paints a far different picture of 
that grisly affair. 


Author of a number of 


stories for young people and 
books set during the American 
Revolutionary and Civil Wars, 
Wise also wrote Killer Smog, 
one of the first books on the 
world's problems with air 
pollution.

Lafayette bicentennial first day is on June

The U.S. Postal Service has 


released details about the 13- 
cent Marquis de Lafayette 
commemorative stamp to be 
issued in Charleston, 'on June 
13. the 200th anniversary of 
Lafayette's 1777 landing on the 
coast near Charleston. 


Although not sponsored by 


the French government, 
Lafayette came to America to 
join in (he colonies fight for in- 
dependence. His arrival was a 
prelude to the vital French 
support which came later. 
Within three months after lan- 
ding, he had journeyed to 
Philadelphia, been 
com- 


missioned a major general in 
the Continental Army and 
fought with distinction at the 
Battle of Brandywme where he 
was wounded. 


In 1778, as a division com- 


mander, he conducted a 
masterly retreat from Barren 
Hill on May 28 and fought in 
the Battle of Monmouth Court 
House on Jane 28. H« ateo 
served as lialsbn officer 


between the Americans and 
Comle d'Estaing's French 
fleet which arrived off Rhode 
Island in July, 1778. After a 
year in France, he relumed to 
command the 
Continental 


Army in Virginia against Lord 
Cornwallis's larger forces 
prior to the British surrender 
at Yorktown. 


Lafayette's stature as one of 


the great Revolutionary War 
figures ha"s been postally noted 
by the issuance of two previous 
U.S. stamps. A 1952 com- 
memorative marked the 175th 
anniversary of his arrival :ji 
America, and a second sta;np 
was issued in 1957 on the 2tOth 
anniversary of his birth. 


The new vertically-orierted 


semi-jumbo size com- 
memorative, pictured in Focus 
March 20. was designed by 
Bradbury Thompson of River- 
side. Conn. It is the second 
Bicentennial Series issue of 
' 1977, following the Washington 
at Princeton commemorative 
The stamp design* b based 


upon a print of an engraving of 
Lafayette held by the Bettman, 
Archive, Inc., in New York Ci- 
ty.

Q. Should silver coins be 


cleaned? 


A. It is debatable. A 


beautifully toned coin with a 
tarnish in rainbow hues or an 
even steel color is preferable 
to a bright shiny piece. But if 
the coin is stained and, as a 
result, is unattractive, then I 
recommend cleaning by some 


acceptable process that does 
not use an abrasive. Silver dips 
can be purchased at coin 
stores, jewelry stores or 
department stores. If the coin 
is rare, leave the cleaning to a 
qualified professional. 


Q. Can I form a collection of 


animals on coins? 


A. Why not? Topical collec- 


ting of minor coins are 
relatively inexpensive.

THE IATE VIVIEN LEIGH 
THE IATE PETER FINCH 


Q. Now that Vivien Leigh and Peter Finch have both 
passed on, is there anyone who will tell the truth 
about their tempestuous love affair? Is there anyone 
who will tell the truth about Vivien Leigh? Is it not 
true that she was mad and died insane?—D.D.L., 
Denver, Col. 
A. So long as films endure, Vivien Leigh (1913-1967) 
will be remembered for her magnificent performance 
as Scarlett O'Hara in "Gone With the Wind." 


Unfortunately, Vivien Leigh in her adulthood de- 


veloped into a tubercular manic depressive whose 
mental illness was hidden from her adoring public by 
friends and colleagues. One of these was actor Peter 
Finch, who was discovered and first employed by 
Miss Leigh's husband, Laurence Olivier. 


In 1953 Leigh and Finch starred in a movie, "Ele- 


phant Walk," ihot in Ceylon. During the course of 
the production, Vivien Leigh broke down. Lovingly, 
Fmch took care of her. They flew back to Hollywood 
where Vivien was replaced by Elizabeth Taylor. 


Vivien Leigh, when seized by mental malady, was 


subject to fits in which she fantasred sexual rela- 
tions with tradesmen and others~not of herstalion-. 
On occasion she would attempt to disrobe, throw 
herself out of planes and trains, suffer horrible hallu- 
cinations. For years she was given therapy. 


When not ill she was a lady of kindness, gentility, 


courage and tremendous generosity; as an "actress 
she was enormously talented but not the equal of her 
longtime husband, Lord Olivier. She won two Acad- 
emy Awards as best actress—for Scarlett O'Hara in 
"Gone With the Wind" (1939) and for Blanche du 
Bois in "A Streetcar Named Desire" (1951). 


She was a good and gallant lady, tormented by an 


unstable mind which periodically could not find it- 
self. She died July 8,1967, of tuberculosis. 


Q. Who ivere the top individual contributors in the 
7976 Presidential campaign?—Frances Matthews, 
Beverly Hills, Cal. 
A. According to the Federal Election Commission, a 
Mr. Henry Graver of Houston, Tex., spent $63,000 
of his own money supporting the candidacy of 
former California Governor Ronald Reagan. Ranked 
second among the spenders was Colorado beer 
magnate Joseph Coors, who contributed $33,782 to 
Reagan. Gov. Milton Schapp of Pennsylvania con- 
tributed $28,001 to Jimmy Carter and others. 


Q. Is it true that, after Fidel Castro, the most popular 
heroes in Cuba are athfetes?—B'lt Ross, Monroe, La. 
A. Generally, that seems to be true. For example, 
Teofilo Stevenson, two-time gold medal winner in 
the Olympics and the world's amateur heavyweight 
champion, is enormously popular in Cuba. So, too, is 
Alberto Juantorena, who won the 400- and 800-meter 
runs at Montreal in 1976. The most popular sport in 
Cuba is baseball, followed by boxing, track and field1, 
and basketball. The Cubans insist that their Teofilo 
Stevenson can beat Muhammad Ali.

Seeing this earlier mode of mass transportation as a tourist 
attraction for today, the class took up the offer of a local merchant to donate a 19th 
century vehicle for the project. After all necessary approvals were granted, the 
students set up a corporation and raised funds to refurbish the trolley, buy a 
couple of sturdy horses, and meet expected initial operating costs.They'll charge 
50 cents a ride, and they hope the trolley will attract enough visitors to become 
self-sustaining by next year.

UDORN THAN!, THAILAND. 


mong the continuing tragedies of 


the war in Southeast Asia is the 
plight of perhaps 10,000 young 


- 
children fathered by American 


servicemen in Thailand and then aban- 
doned when the U.S. pulled out of Viet- 
nam and surrounding countries. 


Some of these Amerasian children 


resemble their American fathers in fea- 


tures and hair coloring far more than 
their Asian mothers. Because of their 
mixed origin they are looked down 
upon and even ostracized by many of 
their own people, and American fam- 
ilies who might wish to adopt them are 
confronted by miles of red tape and a 
reluctance of Thai officials to let them 
leave the country. 


Nevertheless, Holt 
International Chil- 


dren's Services, Inc., the largest overseas 
adoption agency in the U.S. (whose address 
is P.O. Box 2880, Eugene, Ore. 97402), has 
just been awarded guardianship of the chil- 
dren by the Thai government—which means 
that the first of them may soon become 


Bette Ambrosio, a Holt spokeswoman, per- 
haps 200 a year of these Amerasian orphans 
could wind up in American homes. 


Best off in own family 


"The preferred priorities," explains Mrs. 


Ambrosio, "are, first, to return a child to the 
family of its birth; second, to seek an adop- 
tive family here; and, when these two fail, 
then to find an adoptive family in another 
country. Our principal objective is to avoid 
the institutionalization to which so many of 
these children have been subjected." 


Mrs. Ambrosio puts the cost of adopting 


a Thai child—provided one is available—at 
about the same "as having a baby in a hos- 
pital," plus the air fare from Bangkok. 


While adoption by an American family 


offers a child certain advantages, such as 
economic security, it is not the only means 
being used to ameliorate the conditions of 


-the Amerasian children of Thailand. Holt, for 


instance, also is promoting a foster-home 
system that enables the youngsters to be 
cared for within their own culture. The Pearl 
S. Buck Foundation (whose headquarters are 
at Green Hi Ik Farm, Perkasie, Pa. 18944) has 
a plan whereby Americans may "sponsor" 
Amerasian children by paying $18 -a month 
for their upkeep. The foundation currently 
is caring for some 1100 children in Thailand. 
A number of other organizations also are 
working in the field. 


Face bleak future 


Here are a few typical examples of Amer- 


asian children who have been deserted and 
what may lie in store unless they are adopted 
or otherwise cared for: 


Lucy, 3, has golden hair, big round eyes 


and fair skin. Her American father aban- 
doned her with her Thai mother when the 
U.S. polled out of the giant Udom air base— 
a support center for flights over Vietnam— 
last year. Lucy and her mother now live on 
less than 50 cents a day. Unless her luck 
changes, Lucy eventually may be sold to a

The tragedy is compounded by the 


prevailing attitude within Thai society 
toward these children of mixed blood. 
The Thais are a people extremely proud 
of their race. They use the term "farang," 
or foreigner, as an insult. The Amer- 
asian youngsters are given such derog- 
atory labels as "wild rice" or "Amer- 
ican surplus" by the Thais and are 
treated as oddities, at best to be toler- 
ated and at worst to be scorned. An 
argument between an Amerasian and a 
Thai child invariably ends with the lat- 
ter flinging me hateful "farang" epithet 


The children most affected by mis in- 


tolerance are the black Amerasians, 
who are regarded by the Thais with 
racist contempt. As we drove about 
Udom city in a pickup truck, the nor- 
mally ebullient Paiboon would cease 
smiling and shrug silently when Thai 
children by the roadside taunted her 
with cnes of "black, black!" Although 
the white Amerasian children can hope 
for some degree of tolerance, the 
blacks will never be accepted into the 
mainstream of Thai society and are 
doomed to be outcasts. 


To add to the black youngsters' prob- 


lems, there is far less of an adoption 
demand for them in the United States 
than for children of Caucasian fathers. 


Yet many of the children dream of 


living in the United States with adop- 
tive parents. On a visit to the Pearl S. 
Buck Foundation center in Udom, I was 
greeted with squeals of delight by the 
children, who clustered about me. 
Oarunee Supavon, the dedicated Thai 
social worker who runs the center, ex- 
plained that since the children have 
rarely seen their fathers they regard all 
visiting foreigners as an approximate 
image of rhar own parent. 


If you see my father../ 


One child told me: "I want to have a 


father like other children but I don't 
know where to find him :n America." 
Another said: "If you see my father in 
America, tell him that we are waiting 


for him to come back because we miss 
him very much." 


More difficult to understand than the 


childish faith that a missing father will 
return is the stubborn belief held to by 
many Thai women that their American 
men will some day come back for them 


Brad Bryant, the foundation's director 


m Thailand, says that many of the 
women believe they are legitimately 
mamed because they went through a 
Thai marriage ceremony with their 
American "husbands." The U.S service- 
men, however, were able to shuck off 
any responsibility oh their return home 
because the American government does 
not recognize such marriages. 


Daughters for rent 


Many of these "wives" and their chil- 


dren are living in shabby shantytowns 
like those that circle the Udom air base. 
In these areas the Thais lived off the 
U.S. airmen for more than a decade, 
selling them food and renting them 
their homes and their daughters Gl's 
on extended postings to Udom rented 
dwellings near the air base and set up 
house with the so-called "hired wrves." 
These young Thai girls slept with the 
servicemen, cooked their meals, washed 
their clothes and often bore their chil- 
dren for a monthly payment of between 
$150 and $300 The same rental system 
operated at Karat, Sattahip and other 
U.S. bases in Thailand 


Today the men and the money have 


gone, but each din road has its share of 
fair- and dark-skinned Amerasian chil- 
dren and hopeful "wives." One of 
these—Lek, who has a year-old baby 
boy named Jack—showed me a picture 
of her American lover, Onrty. Every time 
she sees a foreigner in Udom's streets, 
she begins to believe the persistent 
rumors that the Americans are retuming. 


U.S. policy criticized 


Brad Bryant is among those who 


would like to see the United States gov- 
ernment try to alleviate the Amerasian 
tragedy. He contrasts U.5. policy with 
the French practice of offering citizen- 
ship to all children in their colonies 
with at least one French parent 


But a U.S. diplomat in Bangkok scoffs 


at this suggestion, saying: "No one 
forced the girls to sleep with our boys. 
They did it voluntarily. Udom wasn't 
our colony." 


Undoubtedly there are arguments on 


both sides for the original responsibility. 
But the results are both plain and tragic 
to see—children badly in need of love, 
warmth and good homes. And more 
and more on-the-scene observers are 
becoming convinced that a resolute 
effort to provide these must be made 
both by Thailand and the United States.

n Houston, a young leukemia patient 
today benefits not from a new drug 
but from a new way of getting an 
existing anti-leukemia agent. Instead 


of being hospitalized a week each 
month—tethered to an intravenous dnp 
bottle and virtually immobilized—he 
goes about his normal, daily activities 
while a little device worn on his arm 
automatically administers his medica- 
tion. Aside from convenience, the new 
infusing technique is producing a better 
response. 


Across the country, many thousands 


of women now use a new contraceptive 
method. A device, placed in the uterus, 
releases for a whole year a natural fe- 
male hormone, progesterone. With the 
hormone confined to the uterus, there 
are no undesirable side effects through- 
out the body. A happy, unexpected div- 
idend of the device, if s helping women 
with painful and otherwise abnormal 
periods. 


In Boston, a. man with glaucoma no 


longer has to instill eyedrops four times 
a day, each time experiencing blurred 
vision and discomfort Once a week, 
he slips into each eye a tiny wafer that 
stays under the lid, comfortable and 
unseen, and releases medication to 
bring down the intraocular pressure. 


These are a few of the developments 


now beginning to emerge as the result 
of a new trend in medical research. For 
the first time, going beyond the tradi- 
tional concern of finding new drugs, 
many investigators are concentrating on 
finding better ways of delivenng avail- 
able drugs. 


Recognized problems 


One difficulty with drugs taken in 


conventional pill or injection form is 
'that they remain available in the body 
briefly, a few hours or Jess. Frequent 
doses are required. But it's an old story 
in medicine that when frequent doses 
are needed, compliance falls off. Peo- 
ple forget to take them all; some re- 
main unconvinced that the frequency 
h critical. 


Another prime problem: conven- 


tional dosage forms, even many "sus- 
tained release" preparations, don't re- 


lease medication gradually, uniformly. 
Instead, you may get a big jolt at the 
beginning—in effect, an overdose—and 
later too little, an underdose.- With 
overdose, there's risk of toxicity; with 
underdose, of uncontrolled disease. 


Moreover, drugs do good only when 


they reach their targets, and they face 
obstacles along the way. Take a pill, for 
example. After the attack of digestive 
enzymes and acids 
and 
diffusion 


through miles of blood vessels, only 
thousandths of the original active in- 
gredients reach the target site. With so 
much medication needed to start with 
to have a little end up where needed, if s 
not much wonder that potent modem 
drugs, as they are scattered through the 
body in original or broken-down form, 
can sometimes do harm as well as good 
Drug-induced illnesses represent a sig- 
nificant proportion of total illness. 


Today, drug delivery systems to over- 


come these problems are being sought 
by scientists in many university, phar- 
maceutical and other laboratories A 
leader in the field is Alza, an unusual 
pharmaceutical company founded eight 
years ago in Palo Alto, CaL, with that 
one purpose in mind. 


Ingenious new delivery methods may cause a revolution in the way medications 
are fed to the body. This multi-layered film disk behind the ear, for example, can 
move a drug right through the skin, releasing tiny amounts over 72 hours. 


Glaucoma patients can now use 3 tiny 
oval wafer, tipped into each eye, for 
the release of medication over a week. 


For the eyes 


For many of the 2 million Americans 


with glaucoma, the first Alza product 
to reach the market, Ocusert (PARADE, 
4/20/75), has been good news. 


A tiny (VV x Va" x 1/10*) oval wafer 


to be tipped into each eye, it releases 
pilocarpme, a valuable anti-glaucoma 
medication, for a whole week, at a uni- 
form rate without blurring or other 
unpleasant effects. And, with the round- 
the-clock release, pressure is kept 
under tight control. 


Now, many similar systems are being 


developed Tor drugs to treat'bacterial 
and viral eye infections, and inflamma- 
tions. Already, one such system to com- 
bat trachoma, an infectious disease that 
affects more than 500 million people 
and is a major cause of blindness in the 
world, has been tested successfully in 
Tunisia, Egypt and Iran. 


Treating cancer 


"The concept is brilliant... the best 


technical approach I've seen to the 
need for a delicately controlled delivery 
system for the cancer patient under- 
going chemotherapy." So Dr. Emil J. 
Freireich of the M. D. Anderson Hos- 
pital and Tumor Institute, Houston, 
characterizes a new Alza-deveioped 
liquid infusion system (US) that a pa- 
tient can wear on an arm. 


Although drugs are increasingly 


promising against malignancies, much 
depends upon their effective adminis- 
tration. 


For acute leukemia, for example, cy- 


tosme arabinoside is valuable. But it 
has fleeting action—a half-life in the 


blood of only six minutes—and a single 
injection doesn't remain in the body 
long enough to do much good. So, like 
most anticancer agents, it has to be 
dripped into a vein. 


But drip has drawbacks The patient 


is tied to a drip bottle, constant mon- 
itoring by a nurse is essential, and flow 
rate is not uniform. "The LIS, on the 
other hand," says Dr. Kenneth Mc- 
Credie, M. D Anderson's leukemia ser- 
vice chief, "is much more accurate. The 
bed patient is more comfortable, and 
the patient who needs no hospitaliza- 
tion is free to live at home and go to 
work or school, wearing his US con- 
cealed by his sleeve." 


At the heart of the device is a car- 


tridge with a balloon-like containe 
holding a day's supply. After 24 hours 
the patient at home replaces the empty 
cartridge with another. 


The device, M. D. Anderson phy 


sicians report, has greatly improved 
efficacy of cytosine, producing a fa 
higher remission rate than previously 
achieved. 


At the Houston institution, the US 


also has been used effectively with 
other drugs for patients with solid 
tumors. Even antibiotics, reports Dr. 
McCredie, are more effective when 
given by US because their concentra- 
tion in the blood is kept constantly at 
the optimum level. 


Contraception and more

system developed by Alza, is designed 
to retain the best and eliminate the 
worst features of the intrauterine device 
ODD) and the Pill.

Through the skin 


Suppose drugs could be moved r.ght 


through the skin. Many might well be 
more effective or less troublesome—or 
both—investigators have thought 


A system called the Alza Transiderm 


has been developed to do exactly that 
It's a thin, circular, multi-layered film 
about the diameter of a nickel that ad- 
heres to the skin behind the ear. With- 
in the film is a drug that is released at 
uniform rate and diffuses through the 
skin into the bloodstream, which then 
carries it where needed. 


First use has been with scopolamme, 


a drug theoretically but not practically 
excellent for all kinds of motion sick- 
ness (air, car, rail, boat). Taken orally, 
scopolamine acts only briefly and often 
causes dry mouth, blurred vision, drow- 
siness, short-term memory loss and, 
with higher doses, hallucinations. 


Transiderm releases tiny amounts or 


scopolamine continuously for 72 hours. 
And clinical studies in 1500 subjects 
have found it to be highly effective and 
safe. The only side effect in a few pa- 
tients has been dry mouth. 


The system is now under study for 


preventing morning sickness in preg- 
nancy, combating high blood pressure 
and administering nitroglycenn and 
other drugs for heart and blood vessel 
diseases. 


Other developments 


Resembling a conventional tablet, 


Oros, another Alza development, could 
change the whole nature of oral drug 
treatment It's actually a core of solid 
drug surrounded by a membrane with 
a tiny opening. When Oros is swal- 
lowed, fluid from the gastrointestinal 
tract seeps through the membrane at a 
controlled, constant rate and begins to 
dissolve the drug which then, in solu- 
tion, moves out through the tiny open- 
ing at a precise, uniform rate. The re- 
sult: a steady, predetermined, desirable 
level of drug to do its work in the body. 


Elsewhere, too, much promising 


work is going on. 


At the Southern Research Institute, 


Birmingham, Ala., investigators are 
developing what could be a much more 
effective method of preventing tooth 
decay: a l.ttle plastic disk designed to 
be cemented by a dentist to a tooth 
after which, for six months, it releases 
precisely the right amount of fluoride 
needed for maximum protection. 


For blood-clotting
